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FIRM FINED £17.8M 


Company given £600m County Hall contract hit with 
huge penalty in Office of Fair Trading bid-rigging probe

THE CONSTRUCTION firm 
awarded a £600 million contract to 
build 36 secondary schools in Kent 
was dealt the heaviest fine of 103 
companies after an investigation 
into anti-competitive activities 


across the building industry. 

Kier, which is working in partnership with 
Kent County Council to deliver the Building 
Schools for the Future programme in 
Gravesham, Thanet and Swale, has been 
ordered to pay £17.8m by the Office of Fair 
Trading (OFT) after it was found guilty in 
three cases of ‘cover pricing’. 

But County Hall said it would not be review- 
ing its contract with the multinational con- 
struction firm. 

However, Devon County Council said it was 
reviewing the actions of four firms found 
guilty by the OFT, including Kier, which are 
among 11 contractors involved in its £500m 
Construction Framework South West partner- 
ship to build public sector projects including 
schools, social housing and museums. 


Building Schools for the Future is the 
Government’s capital investment programme 
aiming to transform education by rebuilding or 
renewing every secondary school in England. 

Kent’s programme is the largest in the coun- 
try and will involve revamping more than 100 
secondary and special schools over a 15-year 
period. Work began on 10 of these last year. 

Cllr Paul Carter, KCC’s leader and a proper- 
ty developer, said: “I think we've got pretty 
robust procurement processes and certainly 
with my knowledge of the construction indus- 
try I've been following the OFT investigation 
very closely.” 

He said local authorities should not be 
reviewing contracts with the 103 firms found 
guilty of breaking competition laws or be con- 
sidering blacklisting them from future tender- 
ing processes. 

But a construction industry magazine 
reported this week that councils in Wales and 
the South West had blacklisted companies on 
the list, despite advice from the OFT not to. 

Cllr Carter said: “They [councils] just want 
to make sure they have robust procurement 
processes, the right tender lists and the right 
people tendering. 

“In the good days before the global recession 
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when firms were working flat out, contrac- 
tors were very worried about not filling in 
tender documents for fear of being struck off 
future lists. 

“T don’t know the details of the cases, some 
companies have been found wanting in 
terms of collaboration through the tender 
process, which is not good or right. But I 
haven't read the details ... it’s a highly com- 
plex area.” 

Cover-pricing in a tender process is where 
one or more bidding construction companies 
is given an artificially high price to use by a 
another firm which is also bidding. 


Restrictive 


The cover bids are not priced in an effort to 
win the contract but are submitted as gen- 
uine bids, which gives a misleading impres- 
sion to clients with regard to real extent of 
competition, the OFT said. 

Kier was found guilty of cover-pricing in 
three incidents, but was not awarded the 
contract in any of the cases. 

In August, 2003, the company was among 
five out of six bidders involved in cover-pric- 
ing for a £1,069,000 project to build a nurs-

ery at Westfield Primary School in York. 

Another case, in October, 2001, involved a 
£1,554,000 project at New Primary School in 
Peterborough. In that case, Kier supplied a 
cover price to another firm, Jackson. 

In September, 2005, the firm supplied 
another cover price to Jackson, this time as 
part of a tender to build a distribution centre 
in Southwold in a project worth £6,370,000. 

Cllr Carter stood by the company and said 
he was “enormously” confident. 

A Devon County Council official said: “We 
are seeking clarification from the four com- 
panies about how they were involved [in 
anti-competitive behaviour].” 

She said after the council had more infor- 
mation about what the firms had done, it 


would decide how to proceed. 

Cllr Carter said: “Personally Id like 
Government to look at the Building Schools 
for the Future and academy programme 
because local authorities have to use compa- 
nies on an approved list by central govern- 
ment, which is very restrictive. 

“I would like to fragment big contracts so 
we are able to support local contractors, but 
the Government won't allow us to do it.” 

Kier said it was “continuing to assess the 
OFT’s decision and is considering its position”. 

A spokesman said: “Kier is very disappoint- 
ed at the level of the fine imposed by the OFT. 

“It is the largest fine of any of those 
investigated, notwithstanding that Kier’s 
infringements were at the lower end of the 
offences committed and that we co-operat- 
ed openly with the OFT throughout the 
investigation.” 

Last week, Kent on Sunday reported how 
the company awarded the £17.5m contract 
to build the Turner Contemporary art 
gallery in Margate, R Durtnell & Sons, 
which is based near Sevenoaks, had also 
been breaking competition laws. 

The company, which is the oldest building 
firm in the country, was also found guilty of 
cover-pricing activities and fined £711,115. 


Storing up trouble

A CAMPAIGN against a planned 
superstore that protesters say will 
take trade from a town’s historic 


High Street is gaining momentum. 
The protest is over proposals for a 
Sainsbury's that will take up nearly 6,000 
square metres on the site of an old factory on 
the banks of the Royal Military Canal in Hythe. 
David Plumstead, founder of the Kent 
Environment and Community Network, has 
organised a town meeting on October 12 to 
bring together groups protesting against the 
supermarket and other developments. 

“Tt will kill the High Street,” the Hythe res- 
ident said. “A proper High Street is needed if 
a town is going to thrive and stay alive. Our 
High Street will be dead and full of charity 
shops and restaurants — that is not a town.” 

He said he feared for the future of greengro- 
cer Crundens, a family-run business which 
has been in the town since 1861. 

“It’s a superb shop and sells fresh produce 
and gets it locally,” he said. 

Residents are also concerned the superstore 
would harm the environment and damage 
the townscape of the Military Road site. 

Hythe resident Doreen McCormack said: “If 
planning permission is given, the superstore 
will account for more than 50 per cent of the 
retail floor space in the town.” 


Sainsburys 
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The campaign has been boosted by news 
that residents of Holmfirth, a small Yorkshire 
town best known as the setting of the BBC 
TV series Last of the Summer Wine, have 
fought off plans for a Tesco store. 

On Thursday, it emerged Tesco had with- 
drawn its application after 1,200 letters of 
objection were sent to the council raising con- 
cerns a superstore would kill off the town’s 
three bakers, butcher and greengrocer and fill 
its centre with charity shops. 

Vitality 

And on Friday the Competition 
Commission announced it was recommend- 
ing a competition test be used for planning 
decisions on supermarkets. The test would 
prevent companies with a strong presence in 
an area from building new stores or making 
major extensions to existing stores. 

It would “bring significant and lasting ben- 
efits for consumers”, the watchdog said. 

Protect Kent’s deputy director, Sean Furey, 
said: “We agree with residents’ concerns and 
challenge Sainsbury’s assertion that its store 
is either wanted or needed.” 

He said the organisation, which campaigns 
to protect rural areas, was also concerned 
about plans to expand the Tesco supermarket 


at Cheriton in Folkestone. He said: “Time and 
again it has been shown that while super- 
stores create some jobs, more are lost as the 
vitality is drained from town centres.” 

Mr Furey pointed to a survey carried out by 
the Campaign to Protect Rural England 
(CPRE) in 2004. It showed that towns across 
the country had been hit hard by major retail 
and superstore developments out-of-town, or 
in bigger neighbouring towns, which had 
“sucked the life from their high streets”. 

He said an example in Kent was Westwood 
Cross at Thanet, which had been detrimental 
to high streets in Ramsgate and Margate. 

The CPRE did find 20 towns that had man- 
aged not to be affected by development, 
including Faversham and Sandwich. 

A Shepway council official said: “Any poten- 
tial effects of a proposed retail development 
on an existing shopping centre are taken into 
account before any decision is made. 

“The applications would have to meet tests 
laid down in national planning policy guid- 
ance. These measure need, scale, impact and 
sequential approach [whether there are sites 
nearer to the existing shopping centre that 
are available for development). 

“These and other issues will be included in 
reports being prepared for the development 
control committee for both the Tesco and 
Sainsbury’s applications and will be consid- 
ered before councillors make their decision.”

with Kent, particularly at Gad’s Hill [near 


Rochester] where he lived for so long. 


“I think he felt quite at home in the area 
and quite content, too. He found the land- 
scape beautiful to look at and peaceful to be 
surrounded by, and it was conducive to his 


writing. 


“But I’m London born and bred, and that 
aspect of Dickens’ life was also very interest- 
ing. I saw places I had no idea were there, 
and it was the same when I came to Kent.” 

Born in Portsmouth in 1812, Dickens 
moved to Chatham at the age of five and 
maintained a close relationship with Kent — 
where several of his best-loved novels are 


set — for the rest of his life. 


Sir Derek is no stranger to the author's

Gurkha cemetery petition 
unearths hidden tensions 


A COUPLE have handed in a petition 
demanding the closure of Britain’s first-ever 
Gurkha cemetery. 

Peter and Linda Nye sent their petition to 
Ashford Borough Council, objecting that part 
of the town’s Bybrook cemetery had been set 
aside exclusively for Gurkhas. 

They also objected to the sign put up mark- 
ing the Gurkha burial area. 

Mr Nye said: “When you go to the cemetery 
the sign is the first thing you see. But the 
burial site is not for 
Gurkhas, it’s for the peo- 
ple of Ashford. It’s a 
cemetery where local peo- 
ple are buried, including 
members of my family. 

“I don’t have a problem 
with Gurkhas, but no-one 
else has a sign. Why do 
they have one?” 

The couple sent their 
91-signature petition to 
the council asking it to 
remove the sign and allow other people to be 
buried in the Gurkha section. Mrs Nye said: 
“We object to the fact that we cannot be 
buried in their part of the cemetery. We want 
to be buried alongside our loved ones. 

“But if there’s no room, that can’t happen. 
When I asked if we could be buried in the 
Gurkha part, I was told ‘No’. That isn’t fair. I 
am not a racist, but this is wrong.” 

A section of the cemetery was set aside 
after a request was made to Ashford coun- 
cil by the Gurkha community. Many 
Gurkhas settled in the town after serving

with the British Army at Folkestone. 

Gurkha tradition dictates all their dead be 
buried in the same plot, so the cemetery was 
opened after they won the right to live in the 
UK. The Gurkhas are popular with local peo- 
ple and a exhibition about their connections 
with the town was recently held at the local 
museum. 

But Mr Nye argues local people were not 
consulted about the decision. He said: 
“We're supposed to live in a democracy, yet 
the decision to set aside a 
part of the cemetery and 
put up a sign was 
reached by the executive 
with no consultation.” 

His 63-year-old wife 
said: “I collected the peti- 
tion from people visiting 
the cemetery and in the 
town centre. I had a lot of 
support. I understand 
this is a delicate issue 
and the Gurkhas have a 
lot of support. But we are just ordinary peo- 
ple who want their views to be heard.” 

Gomba Sherpa, chairman of the 
Sagarmatha Gurkha Community in the 
town, said: “Gurkhas have served this coun- 
try for 100 years and have a right to settle 
here. We put all our dead in the same place, 
that’s why we requested the cemetery sec- 
tion, and it doesn’t harm anyone putting the 
sign there.” 

A council official said the petition had been 
received and was being considered by the 
executive. 


thing I'd never done before and I was very 
surprised to be asked to front the documen- 
tary. But as a lover of Dickens’ novels I 
thought it would be a good opportunity to 
learn some more about him and to visit a lot 
of interesting places. It took three weeks to 
shoot and it was a fascinating experience. 

“IT went to Chatham, Rochester and 
Broadstairs, which I thought was beautiful.

Fortunately 
when you're in the acting business you don’t 
have to retire. When you're young you get to 
play the adolescents, when you're middle- 
aged you get to play the adults and now I’ve 
started playing grandfathers. 

“You can go on until you drop, which is 
good because there are a lot of parts out 
there I still want to play.”

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Health chiefs move to 


allay cancer jab fears 


Injection benefits outweigh any risks says expert

PARENTS and teenage girls have 
been urged to _ continue 
participating in the cervical 
cancer vaccination programme 
following the death of a 14-year- 
old who had the jab. 


Concerns were raised that the death of 
Coventry schoolgirl Natalie Morton after she 
was given the human papilloma virus (HPV) 
jab on Monday could spark widespread fears 
over all vaccines. 

In the South East, NHS West Kent has the 
highest uptake of the HPV vaccine among 12 
to 13-year-olds. The jab protects against the 
sexually transmitted virus that causes 70 per 
cent of all cervical cancer. 

The primary care trust (PCT) said 92.4 per 
cent of school year 8s had been vaccinated as 
part of the immunisation programme between 
September, 2008, and July, 2009, which com- 
pares to the national average of 84.8 per cent. 


Risks 


Asked whether he was concerned Natalie’s 
death would affect the high uptake, Dr Declan 
ONeill, west Kent’s assistant director of public 
health, said: “Now we have heard this tragic 
incident was probably not related, and her 
death was likely to be due to other causes, I 
guess there will be some who might think 
twice and other people for who it will reinforce 
that they want the jab. 

“Your guess is as good as mine, but I would 
think, no. It’s for people to sum up the risks.” 

He pointed to studies that have investigated 
HPV vaccination programmes around the 
world and said: “Basically because the risks

have been well evaluated, statistically the ben- 
efits far outweigh any minor risks associated 
with the vaccines.” 

At an inquest in Coventry, the coroner said 
Natalie had died from a malignant tumour of 
the chest that affected her heart and lungs. 
The Cervarix vaccine was not thought to have 
been a contributing factor. 

Meanwhile, PCTs in Kent were seeking to 
reassure parents and young women about the 
safety of the vaccine in a bid to prevent a repeat 
of the controversy over the measles, mumps 
and rubella (MMR) jab, which has caused 
measles cases to soar over the past decade. 

NHS Medway has the lowest uptake of 
the vaccine, with 81 per cent of 12 to 13- 
year-olds inoculated. 

More than 21,600 girls have been given 
the cancer vaccine in NHS Eastern and 
Coastal Kent's area, which equates to 85.7 
per cent of the target age group. 

A catch-up programme is also immunis- 
ing older teenagers between 14 and 18. 
Those aged 17 to 18-years-old have been 
sent letter from their GPs telling them they 
are entitled to go for the jab. 


Designer sends Lady ga ga

THE WORK of a young designer has been thrust 
into the spotlight after style icon of the moment 
Lady Gaga donned one of his creations for a high- 
profile launch event. 

Raffaele Ascione, who has a BA in fashion design 
from the University of the Creative Arts in 
Rochester, said he felt “honoured” to have been cho- 
sen by the Grammy nominated, MTV video music 
award-winning artist. 

The 27-year-old said he 
had already been profiled 
on Lady Gaga’s fashion 
website where the Just 
Dance singer talks about 
her favourite designer of the 
moment. 

The popstar chose to wear 
a cape designed by Mr 
Ascione to a launch event at 
HMV’s_ flagship store 
Oxford Circus earlier this 
month, and also borrowed a 
dress from the designer. 

“I was really surprised and quite chuffed,” he 
said. “I’m honoured to be selected for her wardrobe 
and styling choices. 

“It is good to get to dress someone like her that 
has such an impact with the fashion scene.” 

The Poker Face singer saw Mr Ascione’s designs 
while visiting Anna Trevelyan, a friend of his who 
works as a stylist for the fashion magazine Dazed 
and Confused. 

She has asked to meet up with him later in the 
year so they can work together with her stylist on 
more designs in the future. 


Dr O’Neill said: “I think people are now 
aware the knee-jerk reaction to something 
like MMR might not be the best thing 
to do. 

“Time has shown the reports were 
unfounded and that has actually got into 
social awareness more than what was in 
social consciousness 10 years ago about the 
risk and the Government not telling us 
about it. 

“Over time we are able to find out and 
demonstrate risks are much higher in not 
immunising and in this part more than other 
parts of the country we have slipped.” 

He added: “We do have sudden death in the 
community and if you are immunising some- 
times there is a coincidental effect. 

“It is 100 per cent tragic and our hearts go 
out to the family but it does not appear to be 
related [to the vaccine] at this stage. 

All young women aged 19 on or after 
September 1 this year are entitled to a free 
course of the HPV vaccine. Dr O’Neill urged 
them to visit their GP and take up the offer. 

He reminded people that the vaccine does 

not prevent pregnancy or protect against sex- 
ually transmitted infections. 
e If parents or young people are worried 
about the safety of any vaccine they should 
speak to their GP or visit www.immunisa- 
tion.nhs.uk for information. 


Fire team to aid 
quake rescue bid 


FIREFIGHTERS from Kent are in Indonesia 
to join the relief effort in Sumatra where an 
earthquake has killed more than 1,000 people. 

Kent Fire and Rescue’s specialist urban 
search and rescue team flew from Gatwick on 
Friday to help people on the island, which has 
been devastated by the 7.6 magnitude quake. 

Team leader John Mazzey said: “We will be 
using exactly the same equipment that we 
train with and use in Kent so we are ready 
and well prepared. 

“One of the team’s biggest requirements is 
patience to deal with the many obstacles that 
can arise from such a major, devastating inci- 
dent like this.” 

The firefighters have special tools to break 
reinforced concrete and metal to reach 
survivors.

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Chief Constable says tragedy highlights need for joined-up approach 


Pilkington case 
vindicates taking 
robust approach 


KENT Police’s “robust” approach 
to antisocial behaviour could pos- 
sibly have saved the lives of a 
woman who killed herself and her 
disabled daughter after years of 
torment by youths, according to 


the county force’s chief constable. 

An inquest found that Fiona Pilkington 
took her own life and that of her daughter, 
Francecca Hardwick, 
by setting fire to her 
car in a lay-by in 
Leicestershire, “due 
to stress and anxiety 
regarding her 
daughter’s future 
and, ongoing antiso- 
cial behaviour”. 

The police and the 
local authority were 
criticised for failing 
to share information 
about the family, 
their disabilities and 
the abuse they were 
suffering before their 
deaths in 2007. Asked if their deaths could 
have been avoided if they lived in Kent, Chief 
Constable Michael Fuller said: “I would hope 
so. We now have a robust response to tack- 
ling antisocial behaviour. We have teams of 
officers that deal with it all day — that is their 
specialist task. 

“T hope we would not have an incident like 
that. We work very closely with local coun- 
cils. 'm not saying it should be someone 
else’s responsibility. ’ve always taken antiso- 
cial behaviour seriously and we deal with it 
robustly.” 

The inquest into the Pilkington tragedy 
has pushed antisocial behaviour to the top of 
the agenda and Prime Minister Gordon 
Brown and Home Secretary Alan Johnson 
promised a new crackdown on the issue at 
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the Labour Party conference this week. 

Kent Police have been focusing on tackling 
antisocial behaviour for more than a year 
and introduced their first Neighbourhood 
Task Teams at the end of 2007 in Medway 
and east Kent. 

After its success, in September, 2008, six 
teams made up of a sergeant and five consta- 
bles were working across Kent, providing a 
rapid response to community concerns in the 
six districts of Kent. 

Antisocial behaviour has dropped by 7.1 
per cent and public confidence in the police 
was at 91 per cent in the areas where the 
teams were active. There are now 14 task 
teams on the streets of Kent tackling the

problems residents have said are their top 
issues. Speaking about his decision to make 
tackling antisocial behaviour a priority, Mr 
Fuller said: “I was looking at how we as a 
force could improve public confidence. 

“I was aware we'd been successful in reduc- 
ing crime and disorder — there are 15,000 
fewer crimes than last year — but we still 
have very high levels of fear of crime, dispro- 
portionately so compared with other forces of 
a similar size. 

“It was also evident from letters I was get- 
ting from the public that we — as with many 
forces — still had a problem with antisocial 
behaviour.” 

He said antisocial behaviour took various 
forms, including youths behaving in a rowdy 
and disorderly way, to antisocial and reckless 
driving by ‘boy racers’ in town centres and 
youths using mini motorcycles in rural 


Kent case study: Eileen Hutton 


A WOMAN with a habit of yelling and swear- 
ing at anyone she sees has been served with 
a five-year Asbo. 
Eileen Hutton, 53, of Northcote Road, 
Strood, was given the antisocial 
behaviour order after causing 
persistent problems. 
It prevents her from shouting 
threatening, abusive or insulting 
language that causes harass- 
ment, alarm or distress to any 
person not of the same house- 
hold as herself. 
Hutton has been in police cus- 
tody 19 times already during 
2009. Since October 1 last year, 
Kent Police have received 146 
calls about her behaviour. 


On May 21, Hutton pleaded ABUSIVE: Hutton 


guilty to four charges of assault on police offi- 


cers and two charges of harassment. She 


was initially given a community order, which 
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has now led to the Asbo. Medway police’s 
antisocial behaviour officer, Peter Jackson, 
said: “Hutton has caused misery for families 
who have been victims of her intimidating 
and threatening behaviour. | 
would like to thank the witnesses 
whose co-operation was essen- 
tial for our success in this case.” 

Chief Insp Peter de Lozey said: 
“Hutton has caused persistent 
problems for neighbours and law- 
abiding people in Strood. 

“A five-year Asbo is a signifi- 
cant step in improving the quality 
of those people’s lives. | urge any- 
one who sees her breaking the 
conditions of the order to contact 
the police.” 

If Hutton breaches her Asbo she 
will be taken to court. If she continually 
breaks the Asbo the maximum penalty is a 
£5,000 fine or five years in prison. 
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areas. There were lots of examples in Kent, 
he said, of people making others’ lives a mis- 
ery. He talked about an extreme case involy- 
ing a couple he knows personally who were 
forced to move out of their home because of 
antisocial behaviour. 

“In that case the parents supported the 
children, even though they were in the 
wrong,” he said. “There was criminal dam- 
age, stones thrown at this couple’s windows 
and they were forced to move as a result. I 
don’t need to be convinced that it can ruin 
the quality of lives of residents.” 

Alongside the task teams, Mr Fuller talked 
to the chief executives of Kent’s local author- 
ities and they jointly launched a year-long 
campaign to tackle antisocial behaviour. 


Impact 


Specialist teams of officers focus on antiso- 
cial behaviour and low-level crime such as 
criminal damage and damage to vehicles. 

Mr Fuller admitted that before they were 
introduced such low-level offences often did 
not get the highest priority attention and 
officers responded to one-off calls rather than 
long-term problems. 

Kent Police Authority approved an 
increase in police council tax to fund the 
teams and the force has been making savy- 
ings so the number of officers could be 
increased to 80, Mr Fuller said. 

He added: “We want to send a clear mes- 
sage that police will work with local councils 
to tackle antisocial behaviour in a very 
robust way. 

“We will continue to do that. Now we have 
the neighbourhood task teams we know they 
are having an impact. There is a reduction in 
calls and people reporting that their quality 
of life is improving. 

“Tt has to be carried out jointly — antisocial 
behaviour is a multi-agency problem that 
has to be tacked in a multi-agency way.”

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Grape gr 


wers enjoy 
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WHILE the summer was a bit of a 
washout for sunseekers this year, 
the wine trade has been cheering 


the mixed weather. 

It has been a great few months for grape grow- 
ers, and last Monday an army of fruit pickers 
started tackling vineyards across the county. 

The wineries stop just short of calling it a 
bumper season, but they could not be much 
happier, saying they are “quietly optimistic”. 

The crop will be significantly higher than 
the previous two years, and of better quality. 

Kent has provided the perfect summer 
weather for grapes, with a good balance of rain 
and sun from the end of June to the start of 
July — just when vine flowering occurs. 

These flowers self-pollinate, form grape clus- 
ters and then grow into fruit. The dry, mainly 
warm summer has ripened the fruit to levels 
required to make world class wines. 

In a few years’ time dinner tables should be 
hosting the Kentish wine — the experts reckon 
the current harvest should allow the industry 
to produce at least three million bottles of still 
and sparkling wine ready for 2014. 

We are short of France’s eight billion, but 
England’s 416 winegrowers, including several 
in Kent, have steadily increased plantings.

One of the county’s best known vineyards is 
Chapel Down, in Tenterden, which is the UK’s 
largest producer of English wines. 

Boss Frazer Thompson said: “English wine, 
especially our sparkling wine, has become an 
international force to be reckoned with. 

“Our fizz regularly beats traditional cham- 
pagnes at international competitions. English 
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wine has become desirable not just here but in 
the US, Hong Kong and Japan. 

“Wines from areas such as Kent replicate 
the taste of champagne because they use the 
‘holy trinity’ of champagne grapes: pinot noir, 
chardonnay and pinot meunier, in a region 
with the perfect soil and climate. 

“We'll be picking our grapes right through 
October, so it’s really too early to say whether 
this will be a bumper year, but everyone is qui- 
etly optimistic.” 

Success for companies like Chapel Down is 
tempting others to follow the dream and open 
their own vineyards — and some farmers are 
looking to switch crops. 

According to the Department for Environ- 
ment, Food and Rural Affairs, there are 1,106 
hectares of land now dedicated to grape grow- 
ing — a rise of 45 per cent on 2005. 

John Warde of Squerryes Estate in 
Westerham, who has an 11.5 hectare vineyard 
on his mainly dairy and arable farm, said: 
“Grape growing is far more than a hobby; it is 
a very useful commercial enterprise.” 

Chapel Down products are sold at Waitrose 
and Majestic Wine, among others, and the 
company has 25 acres and can source grapes 
from a further 180 acres across the South East 
region to produce half a million bottles. 

It is doing so well, it was named Best 
Product in Kent at the Taste of Kent Awards 
2008, and is Kent Small and Medium 
Enterprise of the Year 2009.

Just 25 sign up 
in support of 
porn teacher 


A PETITION has been set up calling for a 
teacher at the centre of a gay porn row to be 
allowed to return to work. 

Sam Handley, 25, was suspended from 
Folkestone’s Harvey Grammar School after 
semi-naked pictures of him were found 
online and quickly passed between pupils. 

Friends and family fear the PE teacher 
may lose his job over the risqué shots, 
which they say he posed for years before 
even considering a career in education. 

However, the petition set up on the 
iPetitions website has so far been signed by 
just 25 people. 

It reads: “He (Mr Handley) understands it 
was a mistake and I can confirm they were 
not meant to appear on the internet. 

Explain 

“Sam is not gay and does have a girl- 
friend, but this should not matter either 
way. He has put so much hard work into his 
teaching, is passionate about it, and re- 
ceived a high grade in his final assessment. 

“None of the pupils at the school want to 
lose him as a teacher, and I hope their par- 
ents are willing to back them up too. 

“Sam has all his friends and family 
behind him, and I hope this petition is a 
way to prove it is not only them.” 

It is claimed Mr Handley came into work 
unaware the images had been spread 
among students before headteacher Bill 
Wright was alerted to them.

Mike is seen with his legs apart.

When the public are consulted on 
what they want the police to do, we 
often hear the phrase “more bobbies 
on the beat”. Do you think this is a 
realistic request and that it even 
helps to cut crime? 


Lorraine Bryant, Herne Bay 


My researchers have carried out 
extensive work with the people of 
Kent to enable us to under- 
stand their concerns. 
It is clear one of the 
top priorities is 
around the visibili- 
ty of those tack- 
ling crime and 
anti-social be- 
haviour, and I 
believe that the 
solution comes 
from a mix of 
roles within 
both the police 
and the local 
authorities. We 
are working with 
them to reduce 
crime and increase 
public confidence. 
We also use our 
Neighbourhood Teams of 
police officers and Community 
Safety Units to carry out patrols on 
foot. 

That means they are able to have 
direct contact with the public. 


What progress is there in the investi- 
gation into the murder of David 
O’Leary?

We are continuing to investigate this 
murder, and the case is regularly 
reviewed by the Serious Case Team. 

We have kept the family fully 
informed of the developments relating 
to the investigation. 

At the moment we are waiting for 
the inquest to take place to formally 
decide the cause of death. This is 
something which has to be decided by 
the coroner. 


How successful do you think the 
introduction of PCSOs, Community 
Wardens, Rural Wardens and the 
slew of other uniformed officers has 
been over the last few years? 
Wouldn’t most people, police officers 
included, rather simply see more 
police on the beat?

There are a number of initiatives 
taking place to respond to the feed- 
back I have received from the public 
about the way their county is policed. 

Police Community Support Officers 
(PCSOs), Community Wardens and 
others, including our partners, such as 
councils, have made a significant 
contribution to improving public 
confidence, and reducing crime and

anti-social behaviour. Not all of the 
problems identified by the community 
are police matters and therefore it is 
essential we work with partners such 
as local councils. 

Our research with the residents of 
Kent shows that as a result of this 
they feel considerably safer. 


Why is Kent Police so keen on neigh- 
bourhood task teams? 


H Talbot, Ashford 


The task teams are an essential part 
of neighbourhood policing but they 
also have a specialist role in the tack- 
ling of anti-social behaviour. 

They deal with local priorities, set 
by the public. 

Where there is a particular problem 
they deal with it, if necessary over a 
period of weeks or months. 

When the teams were first intro- 
duced as a trial in some areas of Kent 
they achieved a dramatic reduction in 
anti-social behaviour and a significant 
rise in public confidence. As a result 
they were then introduced across the 
entire county. 

This has achieved such success the 
Policing Minister came to Kent to see 
it in action and asked for a briefing 
from me to better understand how it 
could be used by other forces. 


What is the policy in terms of 
responding to incidents of low-level 
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TRAVELLING at speeds in 
excess of 120mph to emergencies 
and arresting drunk drivers is an 
everyday occurrence for Kent’s 
Road Policing Unit, but for our 
reporter Anna White, a day with 
our traffic cops proved to be more 
eventful than she had expected... 
While spending an eight-hour shift 
patrolling Kent’s roads in an unmarked police 
car, I expected a few motorists to be pulled 


over, but within just six hours nine people 
were stopped for various driving offences, 


most were fined and there was one arrest. 

During the first two hours Sergeant James 
Derham and PC Geoff Greenwhite fined one 
girl who was texting while driving at 70mph, 
a teenager who was talking on the phone 
while driving, a man for not wearing his seat- 
belt, and three men for speeding. 

Each of the speeding motorists was asked 
to sit in the police car to see proof of their 
dangerous speed and to have the chance to 
explain themselves. The conversations are 
all similar; the driver admits driving too fast, 
accepts the fine and then panics about losing 
their job and all the other consequences. 

The tone from the officers was friendly but 
serious as they ask what the need for going

crime (car break-ins etc)? It seems 
too often friends report incidents 
only for no action to be taken and 
rarely even a visit from an officer. 


T Nugent, Sittingbourne 


We take all incidents that are 
reported to us seriously. These are 
dealt with on a case-by-case basis and 
assessed against the level of resources 
available at any particular time. 

We have three criteria when making 
that decision: 

e Immediate calls are those that 
require an immediate response 
because there is a threat to life or a 
crime is in progress. 

e High calls are where a prompt 
response will locate an offender, 
reduce a possible risk or prevent a 
crime taking place. 

e Scheduled calls are for when 
response time is not critical and the 
best use of our resources means we 
can make an appointment. 

In the case of vehicle crime, burgla- 
ry or theft, if the incident falls into the 
scheduled category then trained 
investigators carry out a telephone 
interview and then pass the details to 
the local Crime and _ Incident 
Management Unit, where it is 
reviewed by trained officers. 

If they decide a face-to-face inter- 
view will help the investigation, or the 
victim is believed to be vulnerable, an 
officer will go to speak to them. 


Do you feel that the police are 
respected by most law abiding peo- 
ple at present or has the feeling of 
trust lessened over the years? 


Michael Dean, Folkestone 


When Sir Robert Peel founded the 
police service it was on the basis of 
‘policing by consent’. This concept is 
still central to Kent's approach to 
policing today. 

Public confidence in the police is the 
key measure of our success. If people 
are confident that we treat people 
fairly and with respect, that we know 
what their priorities are and that we 
are dealing with them, then we feel 
we are succeeding as a service. 

We feel it is important to monitor 
people’s perceptions of how well we 
are meeting these demands for resi- 
dents, visitors and workers. The 
majority of Kent residents, 82 per 
cent, say the police would treat them 
with respect if they had to contact 
them for any reason and 93 per cent 
of people say Kent Police is fair. In 
addition, 85 per cent of victims are 
satisfied with the overall service they 
received from Kent Police. 

We are also working on being 
amongst the best in the country for 
dealing with the issues that matter to 
people in their area. 

We are focused on ensuring we 
know what matters to people, are 
dealing with these things and making 


local people aware of the results of 
these actions. 

Public confidence in Kent Police has 
improved. We are now 18th out of 43 
forces for public confidence. We are 
aiming to be in the top 10. 

I feel this is something we can 
achieve by working closely with com- 
munities to ensure we deal with 
issues that will improve the quality of 
life for all residents. 


How well equipped is Kent Police to 
deal with online crime such as cyber 
bullying and fraud? 


Jeremy Holbrook, Canterbury 


Our serious Economic Crime Unit 
investigates the criminal use of the 
internet. 

These detectives work alongside 
forensic experts who are able to obtain 
evidence from computers to show how 
criminals have used them. There is 
currently no offence of cyber bulling so 
prosecutions are brought under exist- 
ing laws such as the misuse of com- 
munications and harassment. 

When cases are reported, our 
Communications Intelligence Unit 
works to provide the evidence to bring 
a prosecution. We also work closely 
with the finance and communications 
industries, not only to prosecute those 
who misuse the internet but also to 
stop criminal activity and to promote 
responsible online behaviour.

too fast was, and remind the drivers of the 
risks they are taking by driving dangerously. 

Sgt Derham said: “People are usually 
receptive and admit what they have done 
wrong, but you do get the odd one who wants 
to argue it. Sometimes people suggest we 
should be catching murderers instead of 
stopping people without a seatbelt, but our 
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job is to save lives on the road.” 

To catch the speeding motorists meant hit- 
ting high speeds ourselves, but it was when 
the officers responded to an emergency call 
that PC Greenwhite’s high speed training 
really showed. Although they had checked I 
was comfortable with speed beforehand, 
when we reached about 120mph I was grate- 
ful to have a police hat nearby to hide behind. 

But within minutes the emergency call was 
abandoned as another patrol got there first 
and PC Greenwhite returned to normal 
speed... until the next time. 

Near the end of the shift I had seen more 
than I had expected, but it was a flat tyre 
that proved to be the most eventful stop. 


Procedure 


Sgt Derham spotted the deflated tyre on a 
people-carrier-style car, which was heading 
toward Chatham, and decided to pull the 
driver over to let him know. As a procedure 
the officers ran a check on the vehicle, which 
showed the car had no MOT. 

While PC Greenwhite checked the car and 
talked to driver he smelt alcohol, and almost 
inevitably a breath test proved the man was 
over the limit. He was arrested on the spot. 

He was taken to Medway Police Station, 
where it took two-hours to take a blood sam- 
ple at the man’s request (at 48mg/100 he was 
over the legal drink-drive limit of 35mg but if 
it’s under 50 the person can elect to have a 
blood or urine sample taken) then process 
him before he was released on bail. 

In this case the man was dropped off at his 
home and then it was time to head back to

the unit’s base at Coldharbour in Aylesford, 
just outside Maidstone, but not before the 
officers stopped a motorcyclist for travelling 
at more than 100mph, who will now be sum- 
moned to court. 

To me it was an eye-opener to see how 
many people risk both their own life and the 
lives of others, but to Sgt Derham and PC 
Greenwhite it was an average shift of catch- 
ing motorists who chose to break the law. 

Sgt Derham added: “We don’t just stop peo- 
ple for the sake of it, it’s because we want to 
reduce the amount of deaths and accidents 
that happen on Kent’s roads. 

“We are the ones who have to tell the fam- 
ilies their loved one has been involved in a 
collision or — even worse — died, and it is not 
a nice thing to do. The message we are trying 
to push is to take more care on the roads and 
save more lives.” 

The entire Kent Roads Policing Unit estab- 

lishment is made up of 147 officers with 25 
motorcycles and about 22 cars.

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Firm’s given fine 
for death of man 
crushed at work 


A COMPANY has been fined £150,000 after 
the “easily preventable” death of an employee. 
Nigel Harrison, a vehicle spray-painter at 
North Kent Shotblasting in Northfleet, was 
crushed to death when a 975kg metal plate he 
was due to seal and paint fell on top of him. 

The Health and Safety Executive (HSE) 
prosecuted and the company was ordered to 
pay the six-figure fine and £24,000 in costs at 
Maidstone Crown Court on Tuesday. 

David Fussell, a HSE inspector, said: “The 
fatal injuries to Mr Harrison were easily pre- 
ventable and the incident came about through 
a combination of events, which included the 
reliance on a fatally flawed system of work and 
the company’s complete lack of control over 
employee’s safety. This resulted in employees 
deciding for themselves on how best to secure 
these heavy metal plates. 

“HSE will not tolerate employers exposing 
their employees to unacceptable risks at work.” 

Mr Harrison died on October 20, 2006, and 
the company pleaded guilty at Maidstone 
Crown Court in February to breaching the 
Health and Safety at Work Act 1974. 

Mr Fussell said that ‘crush and trap’ 
injuries were a common cause of manufac- 
turing incidents. 

More than 8,000 injuries and 24 deaths have 
occurred in the motor vehicle repair industry 
in the last five years, the HSE said. 


Fugitive is finally 
caught in America 


ACOLOMBIAN jewel thief has been arrested in 
America more than four years after escaping 
from Standford Hill open prison on Sheppey. 

Juan Carlos Guzman-Betancourt, 33, escaped 
after persuading jailors to let him out for a den- 
tal appointment, on June 6, 2005. 

He had been sentenced to three-and-a-half 
years in prison for conning staff at a number of 
high-class London hotels into thinking he was 
a guest who had either lost his room keys or 
forgotten his security code. 

Prosecutors at the time estimated Guzman- 
Betancourt stole at least £150,000 of jewellery, 
cash and other expensive goods in Britain 
alone, and up to £500,000 worldwide. He was 
also wanted in Canada, Colombia, Japan, 
Mexico, Russia, Thailand and Venezuela. 

The conman was picked up by American 
police in the state of Vermont, near the US- 
Canadian border, and is being held on charges 
of re-entering the country after being deported. 

Prosecutors say he potentially faces deporta- 
tion to Colombia.

IT SEEMS you can’t move around the county for 
too long before you bump into something in the 
night — and the chances are it’s going to be a 


phantom or poltergeist. 


In fact, it appears Kent, with 
its 12 phantoms and three pol- 
tergeists, has more spooks than 
anywhere else in the UK. 

That's the finding of priest 
Lionel Fanthorpe, in what is 
being called the most compre- 
hensive study into paranormal 
activity in the UK in the last 25 
years. 

A girl’s ghost on Blue Bell Hill, 
near Maidstone, and two spooks 
at Charles Darwin’s house top 
of his list, while another in 
Faversham can make some peo- 
ple’s hair stand on end. 

Mr Fanthorpe, 74, said: “One 
of the most amazing stories in 
Kent comes from Down House 
[Darwin’s home near Orpin- 
gton]. One of the ghosts there 
is very unusual. It is the ghost 
of a girl who was accidentally 
drowned in the lake there. 

“According to witnesses, the 
ghost of the girl looks soaking 
wet. She does not leave trails of 
physical water behind, but they 
say she is dripping water as she 
moves along. It appears as she 
has just come out of the lake.” 

He said another at the same 
venue involves a staircase. 


Unexplained 


Mr Fanthorpe said: “A man 
ended his life by tragically 
hanging himself on the stairs. 
There are some very sensitive 
visitors to Down House who 
have felt his presence as they 
pass this section of the stairs. 

“They feel the real terror that 
he left behind with his dis- 
turbed mind when he realised 
he couldn’t go on any more. It’s 
like this feeling has lingered 
there where it happened.” 

He has compiled a national 
list of the key sightings of things 
like big cats, ghosts, werewolves, 
aliens, UFOs and even time 
slips. The report was commis- 
sioned for the release of TV 
drama Fringe on DVD, which 
features FBI agents investigat- 
ing unexplained phenomena. 

The information was gath- 
ered from archives, police 
reports, published reports and 
interviews with a number of 
former police officers. 

Mr Fanthorpe said that in 
Kent in 1997, another ghost 
was spotted in the Guildhall in 
Faversham. 

He said: “There were mem- 
bers of a committee meeting in 
one of the rooms at the 
Guildhall. They heard strange

footsteps even though they were 
the only ones in the building. 

“On investigation nothing or 
no-one was found, but once the 
meeting resumed the footsteps 
came back and continued 
throughout the proceedings.” 

But one of the best-known 
spooks in the county is the 
ghost of Blue Bell Hill who has 
appeared in front of many 
motorists. 

They think they have run a 
girl over as she calmly gazes 
them in the eye, but when they 
stop to investigate there is no- 
one there. 

Coach driver Ian Sharpe 
reported a woman running in 
front of his car in 1992, and he 
clipped her. 

Looking under the car and in 
the bushes nothing was found, 
so he reported the incident to 
Maidstone police who also 
found nothing. 

In 1974, motorist Maurice 
Goodenough, a bricklayer then 
aged 35, from Rochester, 
believed he hit a girl of about 
10 with his car. He said he 
wrapped her in a blanket as 
she moaned for her mother. 

Thinking it best not to move, 
her he dashed to Rochester 
police station as there were no 
mobiles then, and few phone 
boxes. A search that night and 
the morning after with tracker 
dogs failed to find any trace or 
scent of her. 

It became a major mystery 
when linked to a 1965 crash on 
the road when three out of four 
women died in a two-car smash. 

As a man of the cloth, Mr 
Fanthorpe said he is not sure 
yet if he is a full believer. 

He said: “It’s so strange that 
it happens so repeatedly. 

“There are a number of more 
traditional fundamentalist 
church people who think that 
anything that is remotely 
paranormal is from the dark 
side and evil. Horror films 
always put that side forward. 

“T don’t think for a moment 
that it does. One of God’s great- 
est gifts to all of us is healthy 
curiosity. I am totally open- 
minded. I like to think of myself 
as an honest person on a jury 
weighing up the evidence.”

them and this pub that they are still here. 

“Staff in this industry tend to move around 
a lot so it’s great they are both still with me. 
I think they may be with me for another 10 
years — this is an award for them really, 
because they are so good at what they do.

“It is always nice to get awards rather than 
complaints. This is an old-fashioned pub that 
happens to sell really good food.

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Acclaimed Japanese classical composer remembers his time at college 


The maestro

A RENOWNED Japanese com- 
poser has returned to the private 
school in Kent he attended as a 
teenager as part of a documen- 


tary about his life and music. 

Dai Fujikura was 15-years-old and spoke 
no English when he left behind the skyscrap- 
ers of Osaka and arrived at Dover College, 
which is sited in the grounds of a 12th centu- 
ry Benedictine Priory. 

Now aged 32 and a leading figure in con- 
temporary classical music, he came back to 
the boarding school on Tuesday along with a 
Japanese television crew who are spending 
six months filming him for a documentary 
due to air next year. 


Connections 


Mr Fujikura said he experienced an enor- 
mous culture shock when he first arrived in 
Kent. Everything was different, from the food 
and the language, to the fact that as an only 
child he had never had to share a room before. 

He believes it was music that allowed him to 
make connections with the other students. 

“I enjoyed it very much,” he said. “It was 
interesting because when I arrived I did not 
speak any English so everything was difficult. 

“Homework, everything, imagine learning 
Japanese for your GCSEs. But I remember 
when I did my first concert here, immediate- 
ly after people were very friendly and were 
helping me more with my homework.

“It is a bit cheesy but I felt it was the power 
of the music that helped me then. I was the 
new boy and I didn’t speak the language and 
one evening that drastically changed. I will 
never forget that.” 

Mr Fujikura, who stayed at Dover College 
until he was 18, went on to study with Daryl 
Runswick at Trinity College of Music and at the 
Royal College of Music with Edwin Roxburgh. 

He said he had loved music from an early 
age and while at Dover the teachers encour- 
aged him to develop his talents, even allowing 
him to slip away to concerts in Canterbury 
and London and turning a blind eye if he 
skipped lessons to practice. 

“I got away with a lot from my housemas- 
ter,” said Mr Fujikura, who lives in London. 
“It was because I was practising, not smok- 
ing or taking drugs, so no-one cared.” 

Mike Vanderhoeven, his former housemas- 
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returns 


ter, said: “He is right that we turned a blind 
eye to some of the things he did, I would let 
him off games so that he could practice his 
music, which he did every day. 

“Right from the start it was clear he was 
going to be a professional musician and at 
the college we were keen to allow him to 
develop and to express himself.” 

He described Mr Fujikura as a popular 
young man, who became close friends with 
one of the English students who has gone on 
to become a choral scholar now living and 
working in Japan. 

“Dai was a delightful young man from the 
moment he joined us at 17,” he said. “He had 
little English but was clearly a prodigious 
musical talent. He played the piano and 
scored one of the highest marks ever award- 
ed for the grade eight eight examination.” 

The film crew will now follow Mr Fujikura 
as he travels to concerts in Strasburg and 
Chicago. The documentary is due to be 
released in Japan next February. 

Mr Vanderhoeven added: “It’s always love- 
ly to see our old pupils and we have followed 
Dai’s career with a mixture of pride and 
interest. 

“In February he had a piece played at the 
Royal Festival Hall and we were able to take 
a bus load of our musicians to the concert and 
surprise Dai. It was a memorable experience.” 

Mr Fujikura’s music has been described as 
“bold, energetic and colourful, exciting to 
play and to hear”. 

His concert music includes Frozen Heat, 
Stream State, which was performed in 
Germany, Austria, Italy and Japan during 
2006, and Crushing Twister with which he 
made his BBC Proms debut in the same year.

Move to ditch 
crossing tolls 
to stop jams 


PLANS to scrap the Dartford tolls for 
motorists entering Kent are being actively 
considered by the Government. 

In a letter to Essex Tory MP James 
Brokenshire, transport minister Sadiq Khan 
revealed the proposal was one of several being 
looked at to tackle congestion at the crossing. 

There are currently no such plans to scrap 
charges for motorists leaving Kent through 
the tunnels. 

Speaking to BBC Radio Kent on Friday, Mr 
Brokenshire said he was pleased something 
was finally being done. 

He said: “The roads around the Dartford 
Crossing are some of the worst congested in 
the country, as anyone who has been driving 
for some time will tell you. It’s especially bad 
on a Friday night when the queues stretch 
back miles and miles into Essex. 


Complained 


“The information is now there that the 
Government needs to take action and listen to 
the motorists who have complained about the 
problems and the delays for years.” 

When the Queen Elizabeth II Bridge was 
built in 1991, the Conservative government of 
the time promised motorists they would no 
longer be charged to cross the Thames once 
the cost of the construction had been met. 

However, the tolls remained once the debt 
was cleared in 2003 and late last year 
road-users were even hit with increased 
charges at certain parts of the day. 

Mr Brokenshire said: “We shouldn’t be pop- 
ping the champagne corks just yet because 
this review is going to last 18 months, but the 
fact the Government is looking at scrapping 
the tolls in one direction is good news.”

In Medway there are 16 libraries plus a 
mobile, used by around 50,000 active borrow- 
ers. But the number of users could now rocket 
thanks to the new system. 

Ms Anley said: “This is a good thing because 
people can lead complex lives and can be in 
any part of the country at any time to live, 
work or study. We want everyone to know that 
every library is now their local library no mat- 
ter where they are. 


“They can go into any library and get access 
to its services. We feel this is very important.

where they do not necessarily need services 
but are lonely and isolated. 

“One of the issues that always comes top of 
the list is transport and communication. 


Depressing 


“There are more and more rural areas 
where post offices and pubs are closing, the 
sorts of places where people congregate, and 
it can be very depressing.” 

There are already three older people’s 
forums established in the east of Kent which 
channel opinions to Cllr Angell, and he said 
he wanted to set up more in the west.

Collision 


Now the Serious Collision Investigation 
Unit is conducting another two anniver- 
sary checks along the A20.

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Museums hidden 
gem proves to be 
shining example 


AN 18th century solar microscope has been 
spotted gathering dust on a Maidstone 
Museum storeroom shelf, writes Chris Murphy. 

The equipment has now been brought out of 
storage and put on display because it is both 
rare and an amazing 
device that brought 
micro science to many 
more people. 

It dates from 1772, a 
time when conven- 
tional microscopes 
were highly expensive 
and in short supply.

scope was developed A CHANCE FIND: 


to effectively teach a The rare microscope 
large room the won- 


ders of microscopic objects where it was impos- 
sible to give each student their own device. 

And it worked like this. The teaching room 
was darkened like a cinema. The microscope, 
which operated as a sort of projector, was built 
into the wall opposite a large screen. 

On the outside of the wall was a mirror that 
reflected the sun’s rays into a series of lenses 
and on to the screen. The object to be studied 
was then placed on slides between the lenses 
so that image was shown on the screen enor- 
mously magnified. 

It was incredibly efficient and was used to 
examine samples such as the blood circulation 
in smaller animals. 

In future years, as the production of more 
conventional microscopes became cheaper, the 
solar device was outmoded. 

Large-scale projections using light sources 
other than the sun were not possible until the 
mid 1800s. 


‘End 
of PM’s

A VETERAN Tory MP has called 
for an end to the “Big Brother 
approach to politics” that is Prime 


Minister’s Questions. 

North Thanet representative Roger Gale 
says the 30-minute televised sessions have no 
bearing on the true work of Parliament, adding 
that they are “as relevant as EastEnders is to 
News at Ten”. 

Instead the 66-year-old, who was first elect- 
ed in 1983, believes more emphasis should be 
placed on the work of select committees in the 
House of Commons. 

He said: “Since it started being shown on 
television, Prime Minister’s Questions has 
become what the majority of the public judge 
Parliament on. That’s like judging the disci- 
pline of a school on how its pupils behave in 
the playground. 

“The real work of Parliament bears no 
resemblance to it at all. I sit for hour after 
hour in an upstairs committee room taking 
legislation apart line by line, and that sort of 
thing is never covered by the media. 

“I try to present an accurate picture of the 
way MPs work, but no-one wants to know. 
That’s because of things like Prime Minister's 
Questions, which is like a Big Brother 
approach to politics.”

Prime Minister’s Questions is an opportuni- 
ty for members of all parties to question the 
PM on any subject they wish, and was first 
introduced by Harold Macmillan in 1961. 

Originally held twice a week for 15 min- 
utes, Tony Blair changed the format in 1997, 
to one half-hour session every Wednesday.

Mr Gale said: “A view that would be shared 
by the old and the bold — of which I guess I 
am one — is that it was better when we had 
it 15 minutes twice-weekly and MPs had 
the chance to raise matters of genuinely topi- 
cal importance. 

“It’s now become a half-hour lunchtime bat- 
tle where nothing much is achieved. It’s quite 
good fun and it’s watched by audiences 
around the world, but that’s all some people 


think we do, when Parliament is actually a 
lot more boring, but a lot more responsible. 

“Prime Minister’s Questions is the epitome 
of the tabloid approach to government.” 

As leader of the Conservative Party between 
November 2003 and December 2005, 
Folkestone and Hythe MP Michael Howard 
knows better than most what it is like to be 
involved in Prime Minister’s Questions. 

One of his most famous exchanges with 
then-PM Blair came shortly after being elect- 
ed leader, following a question regarding 
alleged class bias in student admissions to 
university. 

Mr Howard told him: “This grammar school 
boy isn’t going to take any lessons from a pub- 
lic schoolboy on the importance of children 
from less-privileged backgrounds gaining 
access to university.” 

The 68-year-old lists the quote as one of his 
most memorable during his time in office, 
and told KoS he felt PMQs was a useful tool 
for the public. 

He said: “The truth is that PMQs is one of 
the most effective ways in which an opposi- 
tion party can hold the Government to 
account, and I don’t think you’re ever really 
going to change it. 

“Tt shows everyone what the key issues are 
at any particular time, and in a very vivid 
way. It makes for good drama and people are 
interested in watching it. 

“T don’t think elections are won or lost on 
Prime Minister’s Questions, but I do believe it 
is quite important.”

Postcards from the edge of town

A SERIES of postcards dating 
from Edwardian-era Tunbridge 
Wells has been discovered in the 
town’s library. 

It comes as a monument called Panorama 
has been unveiled to mark the centenary of 
Tunbridge Wells being granted its ‘Royal’ pre- 
fix by King Edward VII in 1909. 

Alastair Tod, chairman of the Civic Society, 
said: “The photographs are Edwardian, judging 
by the dress and the fact the roads are unpaved.” 

The photographs, which appear to have been 
retouched with colour, show views over the 
town from the top of Mount Ephraim. 

Last Friday, the Panorama, on the common 


opposite Boyne Park, was unveiled by the VI 
Marquess of Abergavenny. It overlooks one of 
the best views of the town and points out key 
landmarks to passers-by. 

“Tt has certainly always been a view over the 
town,” Mr Tod said. “Substantial houses were 
built up there in the late 18th century because 
of the views and there are early photographs 
showing all the Bath chairs waiting to take the 
inhabitants down to the shops or the spa.” 

By the time the photographs were taken in 
the 1900s, some of the more substantial 
houses were cleared to make room for more 
intensive development, he said. 

“Tt became a great place for people to retire,” 
Mr Tod said. “There were also an awful lot of 
women whose husbands would have been off 
working in the colonies such as India.” 

He said the 1901 town census shows a lot of 
women as heads of households, which was 
still unusual at the time and points to the fact 
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their husbands were away on business. 

Two of the images show women and chil- 
dren gathered on the common on a Sunday 
apparently watching some kind of show. 

Mr Tod said: “There is someone in a boater 
in the foreground and it could be a band or a 
revivalist meeting. 

“You can see where Church Road crosses 
London Road and see there was no traffic in 
the road. The houses on London Road are 
very similar to how they are now.”

There is no clue with photographs as to 
where they have come from other than that 
they had been sold as postcards. 

In photographs showing young girls holding 
a parasol, Trinity Church can be seen to the 
right of the picture. 

Another of the panoramic views shows the 
dome of the Opera House and St Peter’s Church.

Mr Tod said: There are a lot of old pictures 
because it was a middle-class residential 
town and probably quite a demand for 
postcards for sending to friends and relatives 
saying what a lovely time they were having. 

“Tt continued being a holiday resort as well 
as being a place where people came to live.” 

Mr Tod hopes the Panorama monument, 
which was designed by local artist and Civic 
Society member Bryan Senior, of a steel 
plaque supported on boulders of local sand- 
stone, would become a landmark. 

The idea was developed by the Civic Society 
after it found the borough council was not 
intending to mark the royal centenary, he said. 

However, the council was soon on board 
and contributed to its installation. 

Cllr Elizabeth Thomas, portfolio holder for 
planning and economic development, added: 
“The creation of a monument is important for 
the public life of the area.”

IT'S come in and out of fashion more frequently than 


flares - but now it's back and it's trendy again.

“You have to be careful cooking it - if you just stick it in the 
oven and cook it like a roast chicken, it will come out dry and 
tasteless. But if you follow a recipe designed to bring out all the 
flavours then it is little wonder the game season is one of the 
most eagerly anticipated.

“It goes in out of fashion, but our mission is to get it back on 
the menu and that seems to be working.

While game will continue to be under cut by the poorly reared 
bargain chicken lining our supermarket shelves, the cost com- 
pares favourably with most other red meats. 

Adds Mr Wanstall: “If you compare it to lamb or beef, the 
value is comparable - but the variety it brings is something else. 

“Rabbit is so versatile too - you can cook it up in a variety of 

ways - curry is always popular - and you can conjure up the most 
delicious casseroles too.”

A VETERAN actor hopes his 
modern-day retelling of Romeo

The bullies must 
not be tolerated 


KENT Police is to be praised for its efforts in 
tackling and prioritising the scourge of anti- 
social behaviour. 

As anyone who has been the victim of pro- 
longed abuse by threatening gangs knows, it 
is about time the issue was taken seriously. 

Chief Constable Michael Fuller talked 
about an extreme case of a couple he knows 
personally who were forced to move because 
they were persistently targeted by antisocial 
behaviour and acts of criminal damage. He 
said he does not need convincing that anti- 
social behaviour can ruin quality of life. 

Communities in Kent are lucky the force is 
taking a robust approach because while 
sustained bullying and harassment can force 
people to move home, it can also force people 
to take their own life. 

The tragic case of Fiona Pilkington, who 
was driven to kill herself and her disabled 
daughter after years of abuse, should be a 
wake up call for everyone. 

A minority intent on bullying the most 
vulnerable should not be allowed to terrorise 
our communities. 

We all have a responsibility to report acts of 
antisocial behaviour and police have a 
responsibility to take such reports seriously, 
as they now seem to be doing in Kent. 

Lessons must be learnt from the Fiona 
Pilkington case, which could have been avoid- 
ed if the police and local authority had 
together responded to her pleas for help. 

If one good thing has come from their 
deaths it is that antisocial behaviour and dis- 
ability hate crimes are back on the agenda. 


LAST week my company, 
R Durtnell & Sons Ltd, 
made the front page of 


this newspaper. 

The story was under the arrest- 
ing headline ‘Bid-Rigger Keeps 
Its Turner Prize’ — not the sort of 
publicity any honest firm seeks 
and I am grateful to have been 
given the opportunity to put the 
record straight. 

First, I would take issue with 
the description of ‘bid-rigger’, an 
inaccuracy I ascribe not to Kent 
on Sunday, but to the Office of 
Fair Trading (OFT) which used 
the emotive term in the informa- 
tion it circulated about its inves- 
tigation, thereby suggesting — 
perhaps accidentally — that ‘bid- 
rigging’ and ‘cover pricing’ were 
precisely the same thing. 

The infringements Durtnell 
admitted to involved three cases 
of cover pricing between 2003 
and 2005: ‘cover pricing’ had been 
standard industry practice since 
the 1920s, and was only known to 
be illegal after a case in 2007. 

The difference between classic 
bid-rigging and cover pricing is 
crucial to understanding the 
frustration of building companies 
caught up in this investigation. 

Bid-rigging implies contractors 
collude to ensure a client pays an 
artificially high price for a job; 
cover pricing was a practice that 
enabled a firm to respond to a 
tender which it didn’t wish to 
undertake and where the conse- 
quence of not responding might

have meant exclusion from ten- 
dering for future jobs. 

Cover pricing did not involve 
any collusion among the bidders 
who actually wanted the work, 
all of whom would always put in 
their most competitive price. 

Therefore, headline-grabbing 
statements put out by the OFT in 
2007 (and again last week), that 
cover pricing had inflated the 
cost of public sector projects by as 
much as 10 per cent, could not be 
substantiated — as the OFT 
acknowledged in a little-reported 
(and therefore little-noticed) 
retraction a while ago. 

To be fair to the OFT, its inves- 
tigation did uncover a handful of 
cases where winning firms gave 
backhanders to rivals and where 
all but the winning bid were 
cover prices, but these instances 
represent a minute fraction of 
the whole and are not typical of 
cover pricing in general. 

Nor are they relevant to the 
three cases involving Durtnell: 
Kent on Sunday correctly report- 
ed that Bedales school (the only 
project in which we were ulti- 
mately involved) were pleased 
with our work which, in the 


words of the headmaster, had 
“returned good value for money”. 

Bearing this in mind, the deci- 
sion by Kent County Council — 
for whom we have worked for 
many years on projects both 
large and small — not to review 
the Turner Gallery contract 
despite our OFT prosecution, is 
perhaps not so surprising. 

The OFT investigation has 
been hanging over our industry 
for so long that in one sense it is 
a relief it’s now over — although 
one does question the fairness of 
the process. 

They investigated and obtained 
evidence against a sample 1,000 
companies out of a UK total of 
180,000, found ‘cover pricing’ was 
endemic and subsequently made 
the decision to pursue 103 firms 
— as far as one can tell — at ran- 
dom. Still, as they say, that’s life. 

So what are the likely effects of 
the investigation? Well, cover 
pricing is now history, but prices 
for public sector contracts will 
not have gone down because 
cover pricing never pushed them 
up in the first place. 

On the other hand, it is proba- 
ble that, despite being given time

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to pay their fines (a welcome 
OFT concession), some construc- 
tion companies will be unable to 
take the strain and cease trad- 
ing. This will add to unemploy- 
ment at a time when the number 
of jobless in our industry is 
already rising. 

Fortunately, there is no ques- 
tion of R Durtnell & Sons throw- 
ing in the towel after more than 
400 years. Although it will not be 
easy, we shall find the money 
somehow — yet what really 
upsets me is the affront of this 
action and the offence caused to 
our loyal staff and their families. 

To see my staff characterised 
by the media as swindlers, scam- 
merchants and crooks makes my 
blood boil and it is mainly for 
their sake that we may appeal. 

In the meantime, we shall con- 
tinue to do what we have always 
done: honestly deliver quality 
and value to our clients to the 
very best of our ability.

Voters in driving seat

Labour backs schools 


At this week’s Labour Party conference in 
Brighton, I told delegates about Medway’s 
Tories plans to close Ridge Meadow School in 
Chatham. 

During the conference, I wore one of the 
Ridge Meadow School T-shirts to show sup- 
port, and also shared the experiences of the 
other schools threatened with closure — St 
Peter's and St John’s. 

I was pleased to be able to press Ridge 
Meadow’s case as a part of the education 
debate. 

I pointed out that a school with huge sup- 
port from the community, improving stan- 
dards, a successful nursery unit and a govern- 
ing body with Financial Management in 
Schools accreditation, should not be closed. 

The Labour Government introduced the 


Every Child Matters agenda, but it seems in 
Medway that children at Ridge Meadow don’t 
matter to the Tory council. 

Local people feel all the council is interested 
in is the land. 

I encouraged everyone at the conference to 
show their support by signing up to the 
Facebook campaign. 

We need to stop this closure by Medway’s 
Tories, and put an end to parents’ concerns for 
their children’s futures.

Costly incompetence 


We read with interest Canterbury City 
Council chief executive Colin Carmichael 
again stating job losses will have to be made 
with the council. 

However, he seems to have revised his figure 
from his last interview from 250 to “50 to 
100”, although he has maintained the council 


is still facing a shortfall of £3.5 million and 
lays the blame squarely on the national 
economic situation. 

But his figures don’t add up. He states 
that “around two-thirds of the council’s 
£40m budget” comes from central govern- 
ment grants. 

Well, according to the annual council 
report 2009-10, only eight per cent of the 
council’s income is from this source, the 
vast majority being from council tax rev- 
enues and non-domestic rate revenues. 

Even capital expenditure is only funded 
27 per cent by Government grant, so where 
does he pluck this two-thirds figure from? 

So what about our elected representa- 
tives? We contacted five city councillors (the 
three party leaders and our own two coun- 
cillors) asking them about the council’s 
financial shortfall and what their positions 
would be on job losses — and only three of 
them were kind enough to reply. 

Cllr John Gilby, council leader and 
Conservative group leader, stated it was 
“extremely improbable that anyone will yet 
have a position on this situation which is 
being forced on us by circumstance”, so who 
is telling the truth, Mr Carmichael or Cllr 
Gilbey? 

Cllr Alex Perkins, the Liberal Democrat 
group leader, professed ignorance, stating 
that “under this secretive Tory council you 
know about as much as I do. I have not 
been consulted on the budget”, but also that 
he would “fight to keep all key services — 
particularly those that protect the less well 
off in our district”. 

Let’s hope he means it. 

Julia Seath, Labour leader, and Paul 
Carnell, one of our local councillors, have 
yet to reply. However, our other local coun- 
cillor, Conservative Jackie Perkins, was 
most illuminating, saying the entire situa- 
tion was “caused solely by this inept 
Government”. 

As no great lovers of the Government our- 
selves, we can’t help but feel this is a case 
of passing the buck. 

Now we come to the heart of the matter. 
In the latest issue of District Life magazine, 
there seems to be bizarre “celebratory” arti- 
cle that the council is receiving back 16 per 
cent of the £6m they gambled in Icelandic 
banks. 

By my rough calculation, that works out 
at a loss of £5,040,000. 

So exactly why do we have financial hole, 
I wonder? A £3.5m cut of the budget and a 
£5m loss to dodgy banks. Would it be churl- 
ish of me to suggest these two are related? 

While we understand that financial 
restraints are deemed a necessity by the 
powers-that-be during times of economic 
hardship, is it not the case that this council 
and councillors have been negligent in 
gambling away our money, that it needs to 
start taking responsibility for their own 
actions instead of passing the blame to 
higher authorities and trying to make oth- 
ers — namely council workers and those 
who use council services — pay for a crisis of 
their own making?

Dire consequences 


I note with interest that an energy group 
has threatened the Government with legal 
action for abuse of power if ministers refuse 
to consult on the question of consequential 
improvements (CI) in the planned revisions 
to the building regulations. 

It is going to be extremely difficult to 
have a full and frank discussion on CI, 
when there is no detail available to what 
the Government’s proposals might have 
been, had the idea not been withdrawn. 

If the proposals had been in line with the 
draft revision of the Energy Performance of 
Buildings Directive (EPBD), they would 
have only required CIs in cases where 
major renovation is taking place. 

Major renovation is defined as an invest- 
ment of at least 25 per cent of the building’s 
value. 

This is a very large threshold and would 
mean that CIs would only be required for 
buildings undergoing a major renovation. 

At such a time with the level of work 
being undertaken, no-one is likely to dis- 


agree with such a requirement. 

The concern for the Glass and Glazing 
Federation would be if CI were required 
when a consumer undertakes any form of 
home improvement, irrespective of the size 
and value of the contract. 

Such a measure would be counter-produc- 
tive and likely to result in the modest home 
improvement not being undertaken. 

Such an example could be where a con- 
sumer is contemplating replacing inefficient 
single glazed windows with new energy effi- 
cient ones. 

They may decide not to replace them if 
faced with additional costs linked to CI. This 
would therefore be counter-productive in 
terms of energy efficiency. 

Our suggestion would be to wait for the UK 
Government to transpose the recast 

EPBD into UK law and let this process 
take its course. We will inevitably end up 
with the EU version of CI anyway.

One-to-one for thousands 


ALMOST 10,000 children across Kent and 
Medway will receive one-to-one tuition to 
help raise standards in English and maths, 
writes Steve Knight. 


Selected pupils aged between seven and 16 will receive 
10 hours of extra lessons throughout this school year as 
part of a new £468 million Government scheme. 

The initiative was announced last week by South East 
minister Jonathan Shaw, who is also the MP for Chatham 
and Aylesford. 

He said: “We are doing a great deal to give young people 
every opportunity to make the most of their potential, 
regardless of their background. This is about equality of 
opportunity, which is more important than ever during 
economic recovery. This tuition will help them back on 
track in the basics. 

“There is clear evidence that children who have tem- 
porarily lost focus at school — perhaps due to a recent 
move or problems at home — quickly regain confidence 
and motivation when this kind of support is available.” 

The Government funding will be split between 19 local 
authorities in the South East, with Kent County Council 


able to pay for 8,294 pupils to receive one-to-one tuition 
and Medway Council 1,681. 

Those giving the tuition will include newly-qualified, 
existing, retired and part-time teachers, who will be paid 
an hourly rate of between £25 and £29 outside school 
hours. Schools can also choose to employ full-time tutors 
so tuition can take place during normal classroom time. 

Meanwhile, Mr Shaw is also promoting the Backing 
Young Britain campaign that has so far seen more than 
150 employers — including Morrisons, Centrica, Virgin, 
Microsoft and 72 Football League clubs — agree to offer 
work experience and apprenticeships. 

He said: “In previous recessions there have been some 
people, often the young, who have been left behind when 
the economy picks up. We cannot allow that to happen 
again and I am determined we 
will not have another lost gener- 
ation in the South East. I urge 
businesses to support Backing 
Young Britain and work with 
the Government to help create 
opportunities for young people. 
They are our future.”

ants and _ business advisers 


Horwath Clark Whitehill. 

Mark Anderson, a partner at Horwath Clark 
Whitehill, which has offices in Tunbridge 
Wells and Maidstone, said businesses could 
learn valuable lessons from an affair that 
brought moats and duck houses into the 
national consciousness. 

The need for a formal system of internal 
controls grows as the size of the business 
increases, and it becomes impossible for one 
person to have a handle on all facets of an 
organisation. 

However, Mr Anderson argued that where 
controls are in place, they must be both effec- 
tive and appropriate. 

“The MPs’ expenses scandal showed how 
damaging ineffective or inappropriate internal 
controls can be to an organisation’s reputa- 
tion,” he cautioned. 

“The reputation damage was magnified 
because this was taxpayers’ money that was, 
in some cases, being squandered. 

“But away from the scrutiny that comes with 
being a public body, there are other harmful 
effects that businesses should be aware of. 

“Lost revenue, incurring additional expendi- 
ture, customer dissatisfaction and even prose- 
cution are all possible consequences of control 
weaknesses. 

“What the scandal has highlighted is the 
need to regularly review and monitor internal 
controls and systems, and not to just accept 
that ‘this is how it has always been done’.” 

Firms need to re-assess the objective and 
purpose of such controls. Typically though they 
fall into one of three categories: 

e Those that prevent the occurrence of nega- 
tive events

e Those that detect negative events early so 
the consequences can be mitigated 

e Those that react following a negative event 
to ensure that the organisation can recover 
immediately. 

Mr Anderson continued: “An organisation’s 
internal systems should be structured to 
address each of these types of control. 
Incidences of fraud increase in challenging 
economic times; so reliable internal controls 
will have greater significance. 

“The review and monitoring of controls can 
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be done either formally or informally by per- 
forming internal audits. It is also important to 
investigate all occurrences of systems mal- 
function as they will provide valuable data to 
explain the reason for the failure.” 

The cost-effectiveness of procedures also 
needs to be considered, said Mr Anderson. 

“There is little benefit implementing 
a detailed control if the cost of monitoring 
is greater than the cost of incurring the 
weakness.

consequence of a breach and use this to 
decide whether a detailed control procedure is 
necessary. 

“Lessons can be learned from the public dis- 
section of the expenses claimed by MPs.

WISE spending is simply about ques- 
tioning every expenditure.

When faced with falling sales, reduced 
access to credit and squeezed profit margins, 
many small businesses find it hard going.

business can realistically afford to cut back on. 

Consider whether your labour force is too 
big, but increasingly businesses are thinking 
about reducing staff hours, job-sharing or 
offering a sabbatical before the ultimate sanc- 
tion of making redundancies. 

For ‘one-man bands’, vacating a premises 
and renting a serviced office for meetings and 
working from home may be an option, espe- 
cially if you have the right IT in place. 

When looking to shave costs, suppliers, 
including landlords, are more likely to be flex- 
ible if you let them know sooner rather than 
later and keep to the agreed payment terms. 


Monitor your returns 
For every sale you make you need to assess 


whether it is worth it, as the true margin is 
sales, minus variable costs, minus the actual 
cost of collecting the cash. 

The danger when work is tight is that busi- 
nesses go chasing sales. If you are forced to do 
this, always make sure you've credit checked 
your new customer before agreeing terms. 

You should also consider putting invoice 


finance in place, and at the very least make 
sure your credit control people keep an eye on 
customers who are slow to pay. 


Wisdom 


When it comes to the costs you do control, 
such as PR and marketing, take time out to 
get a feel for whether the strategy is working. 


Every hard-earned pound should be made to 
work very hard. If it’s not delivering consider 
changing tack, taking advice and looking at 
what your competitors are doing. 

Be careful not to cut costs in the wrong 
areas, however, as this could do more harm 
than good. 

The received wisdom is don’t cut your adver- 


tising or marketing costs altogether — as the 
people who have been best placed for the 
upturn are those who persisted with their 
marketing.

Hf KOS is offering traditional barbeque grill 
and oven ‘smoker bags’ for £14.99 
set to continue for some time, it is 
more important than ever for 
Kent companies to keep a close 
eye on their cash flow, according 
to Business Link. 


Ian Netherton, Business Link business 
adviser, warns that poor cash flow is the 
biggest single killer of otherwise viable 
businesses. 

“Even companies that have never had 
any problem with cash flow or credit con- 
trol need to have systems in place,” said Mr 
Netherton. “Otherwise the loss of a major 
customer or events over which they have 
no control — such as disruptions to the 
postal service or a major increase in cases 
of swine flu — can have serious knock-on 
effects.”

e Keep an aged debtors ledger so you can see 
at a glance who owes how much and from 
when 

e Two or three days before an invoice

e After a fortnight, telephone or send a

by email (they won’t get lost or held up in 
the post) and ask for payment by BACS

Mr Netherton continued: “At this time 
of year, businesses need to pay particular 
attention to how their bank balance will 
be looking in coming months.

sacrifice now for a 
better pension later 


NEW pension rules that were due 
to come into force in 2012 requir- 
ing all employers to make pension 
contributions for their staff have 
been delayed by up to a further 
four years, depending on the size 


of the company. 

Steve Carpenter, tax manager at Maid- 
stone-based DSH Chartered Accountants 
and Business Advisors, explains below that 
starting pension contributions now is more 
important than ever. 

The Personal Accounts savings scheme is 
designed to encourage those on low and mid- 
dle incomes to save for their retirement. 
More than 10 million workers were set to be 
automatically enrolled in the pension from 
April, 2012, over an 18-month period. 


Contribution 


The eventual target contribution is three 
per cent of the employee’s salary. To encour- 
age employees to contribute as well, their 
pension fund will receive a tax relief pay- 
ment from the Government equivalent to 25 
per cent of their contributions, which are tar- 
geted at four per cent of pay. 

The Government has now admitted work- 
ers will have to wait to receive the full bene- 
fits of the scheme, with some facing a wait 
until October, 2016, before they can join. 

As the new rules have been delayed, starting 
contributions now, in advance of the new rules, 
should lead to better pensions on retirement. 


An opportunity to do this already exists by 
using salary sacrifice in agreement with 
their employer. These allow employees to 
work for a lower rate of pay in exchange for a 
pension benefit from 
their employer. This can 
leave you both better off. 

Take a typical employ- 
ee earning £30,000 per 
annum, for example, 
who makes personal 
pension contributions of 
£100 per month. The 
pension company can 
claim a tax credit of 
£300, making the total 
contribution to the pen- FUTURE: Steve 
sion £1,500 for the year. Carpenter urges 
Their pay after tax will people to pay into 
be £22,624, leaving a pension now 
£21,424 to spend after 
paying pension contributions. The cost to the 
employer is £33,108. 

If the employer pays £1,500 to the pension 
plan instead, and the employee's pay is 
reduced to, say, £28,500, the employee will 
have an extra £165 to spend after deducting 
tax and national insurance, but with no pen- 
sion contributions to make. In addition, the 
total costs to the employer fall by over £190. 

So, instead of waiting for the Government 
to make provisions for your future, consider a 
salary sacrifice arrangement which can ben- 
efit both employers and employees.

TWO years into a credit crunch, it’s 
easy to get carried away by the 
euphoria created by the booming 
stock market and widespread talk 


that recession is over. 

At household level, the situation is more 
serious, with accountants KPMG predicting 
personal insolvencies will hit a record 150,000 
plus in 2009. 

Debt Relief Orders, enabling consumers 
with debts under £15,000 to escape bankrupt- 
cy, are 28 per cent up on 2008 levels. 

With widespread job losses yet to really start 
in the public sector, finances for many house- 
holds will be strained for months, even years, 
to come. 

Here are some tips for slashing your costs: 


Cut energy bills 


Households paying online and by direct 
debit now pay £284 per year less than those 
which get bills through the post and pay by 
other means — that’s £978 against £1,262. 

And the gap could top £300 soon, reckons 
Mark Todd at energyhelpline.com. 

“Tt is no accident that the gap is widening so 
fast,” he says. “Many people are coming off 
capped rates at the same time, so the energy 
suppliers — six majors and smaller players — 
are swooping like vultures to grab as many as 
they can. 

“Unless you are vigilant and shop around, 
you won’t get a good deal. It’s as simple — and 
brutal — as that.” 

Todd says consumers may need only an 
email address to get the best deals. For EDF’s

Online 5 account, they can sign up on the 
internet and then ask for paper bills. 

Around 40 per cent of consumers pay bills by 
direct debit, saving an average £98 per year. 


Save more with coupons 


With profits at Morrisons surging 40 per 
cent on a promise of good value, supermarkets 
chasing market share are expanding own 
brand lines, including Waitrose Essentials, 
Tesco’s Discounter range and Sainsbury’s 
‘switch and save’ campaign. 

But canny shoppers can go one better by 
using vouchers to cut prices of many goods and 
services. 

There’s been a massive switch to vouchers 
and coupons in the past year. 

Robin Goad, UK director at competitive 
intelligence service Hitwise, says: “People look 
online to research a product, looking at where 


to find the best price, and finally doing a 
search to see if there is a voucher for it.” 


Make savings count 


Kevin Mountford of moneysupermarket.com 
claims savers have not suffered adversely in 
the banking crisis. 

“Although interest rates are down from 5.25 
per cent to 0.5 per cent, because savings rates 
have decreased by a lesser degree (and indeed 
are starting to rise again) savers get a better 
margin above base rate than this time last 
year,” he says. 


Try to pay off debt 


Although personal debt levels fell in August 
for the first time in 16 years, Danny Cox of 
Hargreaves Lansdown says this should be 
only a start. 

“Reduce spending and use money saved to 
reduce personal debt first (credit cards, over- 
drafts, store cards, loans) and then your mort- 
gage,” he advises. “Hold a cash cushion to help 
meet unexpected bills or to cover expenditure 
if income reduces or falls.” 


Hunt for the cheapest loans 


“If you need to borrow to buy a new car, or a 
better secondhand one, a personal loan can be 
the cheapest option,” says Nationwide’s Chris 
Rhodes. “Packages offered by dealers can look 
attractive, but a special offer of zero per cent 
finance for the first year can move into a high- 
er rate for the rest of the term and prove more 
expensive in the long run.” 


Rent, don’t buy 


In August, rentals of DIY equipment surged

ALTHOUGH evidence of economic 
recovery remains patchy, small 
investors are turning their backs 
on poor savings rates and moving 
back into shares. 

Three new surveys all confirm that small 
investors have played their part in the bounce 
in London’s FTSE-100 from 3,460 points in 
March to more than 5,000 now. 

In total, they have over £150 billion in 
shares, against the peak of £283bn in 1999. 

Virgin Money says 45 per cent of independ- 
ent financial advisors think shares now pro- 
vide the best return on clients’ money, against 
only 29 per cent a year ago. 


Confident 


“Cash is the big loser as investors have start- 
ed to shirk the relative safety of cash in favour 
of capitalising on the long but consistent curve 
of recovery in the stock market,” says 
spokesman Grant Bather. 

This view is confirmed by Rebecca O'Keefe, 
head of investment at Interactive Investor, 
where online trades cost £10 each. 

“Trading figures have returned to levels we 
have not seen since the peak of the dot.com 
bubble in 2001,” she says. 

“As the FTSE hovers around 5,000, investors 
clearly remain confident the market will con- 
tinue to perform well. August saw record UK 
trading on our platform, with trading again 
dominated by big banks and companies 
involved in mineral production.” 

More than 140,000 small investors trade with 
Interactive Investor, and some have seen a 70 
per cent jump in the value of their portfolios in 
2009, often because they backed stricken banks.

Investors return 


By JEREMY GATES 


Barclays is up seven-fold, while Royal Bank 
of Scotland has seen a five-fold rise. 

A third survey, from Prudential, says share 
buying by small investors is rarely based on 
expert knowledge. 

The Pru thinks more than 17 million small 
investors have held shares at some time over 
the past decade, and two-thirds of them (65 per 
cent) bought without any professional advice. 

Mostly, they rely on internet searches or 
media reports when selecting shares to buy. 
Only 16 per cent are guided by a financial 
advisor, four per cent consult a stockbroker, 
while 10 per cent are guided by bank or build- 
ing society staff. 

“Not everybody is fortunate enough to have 
spare funds to save or invest, but many people 
do,” says Trevor Cheal, Prudential retirement 
savings business director. 

“It is staggering how few are seeking finan- 
cial advice or looking to capitalise on the 
growth potential the stock market has histori- 
cally offered.” 

Shares, therefore, may be driven by the ‘herd 
instinct’. What happens next is anybody’s guess. 

“Those who have underestimated this rate of 
recovery have been hurt badly,” says Jeremy 
Smith, head of UK equities for fund manager 
Neptune Investment Management. 

“We believe that, with continued positive 
momentum, the FTSE-100 can reach 5,500 in 
short order.” 

But Derek Stuart, manager of the highly- 
rated Artemis UK Special Situations Fund, 
warns that markets have moved far beyond 
fundamentals. 


With rising oil prices, rising unemployment 
and the biggest decline in US consumer credit 
since 1944, he wonders how long the rally can 
last. 

Talk of resurgent shares poses a big dilem- 
ma for Britain’s over-50s. 

From October 6, they can invest a maximum 
£10,200 each in equity ISAs (Individual 
Savings Accounts) under new limits allowed 
by Chancellor Alistair Darling. The new limit 
applies to everybody else from April, 2010. 

The ISA wrapper means all capital gains on 
shares is tax free. Dividend income is taxed at 
10 per cent. For higher-rate taxpayers, the 
attractions are obvious. 

But if markets lose their nerve, or Britain’s 
economy enters the widely-feared ‘double-dip 
recession’, buying shares now could soon incur 
hefty losses. 

In these uncertain times, here are the key 
rules for investors to follow: 

e After London shares have risen so far so 
fast, chances of further capital gains are 
inevitably reduced, in the short term at least. 

With commentators predicting falls in the 
next 18 months, equity investment must be for 
a minimum five years, preferably for 10. 

One of the most successful managed funds, 
Jupiter Financial Opportunities, has produced 
a total return of 815 per cent since its launch 
in June, 1997, a compound annual growth rate 
of 19.8 per cent. 

Fund manager Philip Gibbs parked a big 
slice of his fund in cash through last year’s tur- 
moil, so his supporters are keen to see what he 
does next. 

¢ Older investors, closer to retirement, need 
the protection of a widely-diversified portfolio to 
ensure their income stream is not slashed by the 
sort of market turmoil we saw in autumn 2008.

Yearsley, for instance, likes the Neptune 
Balanced Growth Fund, with nearly half invest- 
ed in the UK, five per cent in Japan, five per cent 
in Russia and the rest spread around countries 
and sectors which look interesting. 


Drip feeding 

Another well-regarded fund is First State Asia 
Pacific Leaders, a £2.9 billion fund invested in 
large and mid-cap companies in Asia Pacific, 
excluding Japan. 

e In rockier economic times, steady income may 
be more important than capital growth — so look 
to invest in funds which invest in companies 
which pay good dividends. 

e Look to drip-feed an investment, paying in 
perhaps £100 per month to a managed fund. It 
means if the share price falls, you get more units 
when share prices eventually recover. 

“By drip-feeding funds into the market over the 
longer term, investors take advantage of pound 
cost averaging, buying in peaks and troughs but 
buying disproportionately more on dips,” says Dr 
Stephen Barber, who advises Selftrade, an execu- 
tion-only stockbroker. 

Above all, whatever Prudential might suggest, 
the global economy is really too risky these days 
for investors to rely on rumours and online discus- 
sion boards. They really should check the views of 
professionals — fund managers and financial advi- 
sors — before they commit cash. The old days of 
easy profits on equities may be gone forever.

CARMAKERS deserve credit for 
some leaner and meaner models in 
response to global warming, new 


legislation and volatile fuel prices. 

It normally takes five to seven years to 
bring a new car to the market, so ‘new gener- 
ation’ cars we all crave simply cannot happen 
overnight. 

But manufacturers are understandably 
reluctant to sideline the internal combustion 
engine in favour of expensive research and 
development of new technologies. 

Nevertheless, the Government is pres- 
surising people into smaller and cleaner cars 
through new road tax bandings, ranging 
from zero to £400/year and set to become 
tougher. 

Next year, gas guzzling limos or 4x4s face 
£950 road tax in the first year although any- 
one spending £50-100,000 surely won’t blink 
at this ‘paltry’ sum. 

For most of us though,

saving a few quid and doing our bit for the 
environment is sensible and worthy and, 
with electric cars automatically exempt from 
tax, politicians and carmakers are jumping 
on the electric bandwagon now. 

There has been lots of publicity about ‘plug- 
in’ models for overnight charging at home or 
swanky city centre charging points. 

But this is simply sweeping car emissions 
under the carpet or, more correctly, whisking 
them up the belching chimney of the nearest 
conventional power station. 

Sure, moves are afoot to re-energise the 
nuclear generation industry, but we all have 
qualms about that and it won’t happen 
overnight. 

So, what are the other runners? Japanese 
giants Toyota and Honda have stormed 
ahead with hybrids 

pairing a convention- 


al engine with electric power and batteries and 
Peugeot will follow soon, with other brands set 
to join the club, but hybrids are expensive. 

And so we come back to the internal com- 
bustion ‘lump’ where emissions are plummet- 
ing, economy is soaring and refinement is 
improving. 

In fact, things are moving so fast that you 
marvel at what a few well-applied kicks up the 
backside can achieve. 

The downsizing phenomenon is also well 
under way, with several new cars proving that 
‘small is beautiful’ such as Toyota’s all-new IQ 
baby car, seating three adults and a child with- 
in a bodyshell barely longer than a two-seat 
Smart city car. 


And Italy’s Fiat has reversed its fortunes by 
looking to the past to design a Fiat 500 (pic- 
tured) for the 21st Century. 

Most carmakers also now have an ‘eco sub- 
brand’ such as Vauxhall’s ecoFLEX line-up 
and Kia’s EcoDynamics, but they don’t come 
cheap, so weigh potential long term savings 
against upfront cost — if you don’t cover the 
miles, conventional alternatives may be a bet- 
ter bet. 

Don’t ignore petrol models either; the higher 
price of diesel cars and the fuel at the pumps 
must be compared with new small capacity low 
emission/consumption petrol engines such as 
the turbocharged 1.4-litre unit on the Fiat 
Grande Punto.

The Power to Surprine 
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Buying -

BRITAIN’S economy is limping 
towards recovery according to 
Government statistics released 
this week, but they also showed 
people are saving more despite 


weak interest rates. 

And a stampede back to savings is the last 
thing the economy needs even if nobody needs 
a return to the profligacy that got us into this 
mess. 

Against this backdrop though, buying a new 
car starts to make sense, because dealers are 
desperate to sell and that means hefty dis- 
counts — far greater than you can earn from 
years of saving. 

Ah, you say, but a car costs thou- 
sands with or without dis- 


and you can make big savings after driving off 
the forecourt too by downsizing and opting for 
a model incurring lower road tax, fuel bills and 
other running costs. 

If you have a car ten years old or older, you 
could save yourself £2,000 straight away with 
a grant from the Government-sponsored 
Scrappage scheme launched in May and 
renewed this week (see later story), but there 
have been hefty discounts available on most 
new cars for months now. 

Even if, after raiding the bank account and 
waving your ‘wad’ at the dealer, your cash 
does not stretch to the discounted asking 
price, there are other deals that can be fac- 
tored in, such as zero or low rate finance. A 
generous warranty up to seven years is also 
worth having. 

And don’t forget to ask for trimmings like a 
tank of fuel, car mats or discounts on any little 

add-ons you might fancy.

Buy wisely though and your new vehicle 
could save you a fortune, even on depreciation, 
though cars always devalue — unless they 
achieve classic status. 

You can also afford to congratulate yourself 
for offloading something less efficient in 
favour of a modern and more eco-friendly 
model. 

On the other hand, you might have lost tons 
on that big 4x4, but work out what it will cost 
you to run it for the next three years — it might 
be a lot less than the cost of chopping it for a 


year road tax from next year — but road tax is 
still a relatively small part of the motoring 
budget for most of us. 

Many superminis sit in the lowest road tax 
band of £35 a year and though you might be 
tempted by tax-exempt diesel eco models, just 
check the price against a standard version of 
the same car. The eco supermini might save 
you £105 in road tax over three years, but you 
will pay more for the car upfront. 

So, check out conventional equivalents and 
don’t dismiss petrol power; that fuel is still

Some brands have even put extra money 
on the table on top of their £1,000 per unit as 
well as extra specification and zero per cent 
finance — though this is no big deal when 
interest rates are so low. 


On the other hand, consumers with 
savings will know they are receiving pre- 
cious little return and be tempted to seek a 
psychological boost from buying a new motor 
that should be cheaper to fuel and tax. 

And don’t be despondent if not in a position 
to take advantage of Scrappage; with the 
exception of city cars and superminis, you 


should get a hefty discount on most new cars 
in the current climate without needing a 
banger to scrap. 

If you have been out of the car market for 
a while though, do your research; diesel cars 
now outsell petrol, but they cost more and 
the extra weight can be wearing and intru- 
sive in the smaller cars most in demand now 
and you need to cover many miles to recover 
extra upfront outlay. 

Meanwhile, petrol is making a comeback 
with lighter, small capacity turbocharged 
engines. You might also consider a hybrid, but 
these cost more and this must also be weighed 
against the mileage you intend to cover.

DOWNSIZING to a more fuel and 
tax efficient car should be just part 
of your master plan to cut the 
motoring budget. 


The next stage involves smarter driving and 
journey planning and getting fitter by walking 
and cycling instead of using the car on short 
journeys — cold engines waste fuel and produce 
60 per cent more emissions than warm ones. 

Short car journeys also mean extra servicing 
and more engine wear. 

If you must drive then follow these tips from 
the Institute of Advanced Motorists and RAC 
Foundation: 

e Plan your route to save strain on car and 
driver. Take the most direct route —a sat nav can 
help — and go off peak if possible. Commuters 
should think about car sharing, Park and Ride 
bus schemes or other public transport. 

e Have your vehicle serviced regularly.

e Check tyres — under-inflated tyres need 
replacing more often (itself an environmental 
problem), are dangerous and waste fuel. 
Check pressures weekly. 

© Obey speed limits to save money and stay 
legal. Feather the throttle as you reach cruis- 
ing speed; 56mph uses 25 per cent less fuel 
than 70mph and a smoother driving style 
saves fuel. 

e Accelerate briskly without racing the 
engine — pulling away too fast uses up to 60 
per cent more fuel. Intelligent gear changes at 
modest engine speeds can save up to 15 per 
cent in fuel. 

e Reduce drag — remove roof

racks and carriers when not in use and keep 
windows closed to avoid drag and wasted fuel. 
Remove unnecessary and heavy boot luggage 
and wide wheels and tyres that add rolling 
resistance. Air conditioning costs fuel too so try 
to use the fan and vents unassisted. 

e Buy green fuel and use less. Look for low 
sulphur ‘city’ diesel or cleaner petrol (low sul- 
phur/aromatics). Consider converting to LPG 
(liquid petroleum gas) — half the price of petrol 
and cleaner. 

e Think ahead — there is no point rushing 
and then having to brake suddenly. 

e Be a tank miser. Why fill the tank to the 
brim and burn more fuel carrying more weight 
than necessary? 

e Stuck in traffic? Turn off the engine after 
two minutes to save fuel and emissions.

WHAT'S the connection between 


Peugeot’s new 3008 and a glider? 

Answer: a long piece of cable. The French 
marque used the press launch of its all-new 
3008 to show its off-tarmac powers by 
lobbing a glider into the air. 

The 3008 is billed as a ‘crossover’; confus- 
ing industry-speak for a car crossing sever- 
al market sectors, or one comfortable on or, 
up to a point, off-road. 

The 3008 is definitely an excellent ‘niche- 
buster’ — to use more industry jargon — with 
estate car, MPV and SUV (sports utility 
vehicle) overtones in looks and functions. 

But there is no current 4x4 option so 
there was the risk on arrival in showrooms 
later this month of looking rather effete 
against its rival segment breaker, the 
Nissan Qashqai (see later road test), which 
sells mostly with front-wheel drive yet can 
be bought with an extra transmission if 
needed. 

Peugeot hopes to have a diesel-electric 
3008 available in a year or so that should 
satisfy 4x4 ‘must haves’ thanks to a light- 
weight electric transmission for the rear 
wheels. 

For now, 3008 buyers craving extra trac- 
tion when towing or in dodgy conditions 
can specify Grip Control — £450 and avail- 
able on all versions — an advanced traction 
control system allied to special mud and 
snow tyres that mimics the powers of a 
modest 4x4 or ‘soft roader’. 

The driver is offered five settings, includ- 
ing snow, off-road (mud, dirt or wet grass) 
and sand. It sounds a bit hopeful on paper 
though, so Peugeot came up with the glider 
stunt (see video on Motors TV at www.cars- 
forkent.co.uk). 

Instead of the usual stationary 340bhp 
7.2-litre V8 ‘beast’ of a winch machine, a

comparatively modest 3008 150bhp 1.6- 
litre petrol model was hitched to the 
glider’s launch cable and looped around a 
pulley attached to the V8 for stability 
rather than aid — the glider would have 
tried to lift the 3008 as it reached the point 
of cable release. 

Without hesitation, the 3008 powered 
across the field and the glider launched as 
normal — impressive. 

That sums up the 3008 generally too. 
Sitting physically and price-wise between 
the standard 308 hatchback and flagship 
308SW estate cum MPV, it is just what 
Peugeot dealers demanded, we hear, to sat- 
isfy some existing customers and attract 
new ones. 

Those on the sales front line have long 
been envious of the Picasso MPV line-up 


from sister brand Citroén. The 3008 
redresses the balance, but also raises the 
stakes yet further in positioning Peugeot 
upmarket of Citroén. 

Not only does the 3008 look classy, wear- 
ing the brand’s ‘gaping maw’ grille better 
than any model so far, but the interior sets 
new standards with a cockpit feel about the 
front seats and dashboard and optional 
fighter-plane style head-up display for the 
speedo and distance alert. 

Load-carrying versatility is excellent 
with easily folded seats in the roomy rear 
compartment and a boot with three-posi- 
tion shelf. 

Prices range from £15,995 to £21,895.

RATHER like some Einsteinian 
phenomenon, Kia continues to bend 


time like no other manufacturer. 

As I have remarked before, it seems only 
yesterday that I drove a previous generation 
Kia Rio (2001-05) and lamented its poor build, 
lack of refinement and, after filing the report, 
it breaking down on me. 

But I must then have stepped onto some 
space-time accelerator, because I’m now say- 
ing the latest facelift to the Korean brand’s 
Ford Focus challenger, the Ceed, represents 
another leap forward —just two years after the 
original was launched, for goodness sake. 

And, as with all good facelifts, Kia has 
addressed the few flaws of the original and 
added something extra too. 

The Ceed arrived in 2007, as if from a Stargate 
episode: it was an all-new model and name, 
designed and built in Europe to attack Europe’s 
finest — the VW Golf, Ford Focus and Vauxhall 
Astra — and combined facets of them all. 

There was one significant extra though: a 
mould-breaking seven-year warranty, four 
years better than the industry norm and the 
Ceed’s main rivals and even two years better 
than that offered by Kia’s partner brand, 
Hyundai. 

It was just the kind of blandishment need- 
ed to get punters over the threshold to test 
the newcomer and, once in the showroom, 
the curious could then quickly become the 
committed.

Nissan Qashqai 


SNOOKER star Steve Davis’ suc- 
cess made him a Spitting Images 
target in the 1980s when his cue 
sport dominated TV ratings. 


With most fans preferring the flamboyance 
of players like Alex ‘Hurricane’ Higgins, the 
TV satire show countered with the label Steve 
‘Interesting’ Davis to poke fun at the latter’s 
low-key yet metronomic success. 

Davis’ motoring equivalent during the 
1980s and until recently was ‘Nice Nissan’, 
a reputation finally blown away in 2007 by a 
car that sounds like an explosive sneeze — 
the Qashqai. 

T've been driving the newest version, a 
Qashqai +2 n-tec. Translated from Qashqai- 
speak — for the name comes from a nomadic 
Tranian people — that means two extra seats in 
the back and lots of extra media ‘tech’. 

To accommodate the third row of seats the 
original five-seater has been rebuilt from 
windscreen pillar to tailgate, making the car 
longer and taller without affecting the

Qashqai’s bullish grace and then enhanced by 
a smarter grille on the +2. 

But the quasi-4x4 or ‘crossover styling is only 
part of the reason why the Qashqai is Nissan’s 


most successful European launch ever and 
why — until the recession — we seemed to get 
weekly bulletins on increased production at the 
company’s Sunderland UK plant.

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With the +2 it now also attacks Vauxhall’s 
sector leading Zafira seven-seat midi-MPV 
and mounts a convincing argument, with far 
more visual impact and a huge load compart- 
ment with all rear seats fully folded. 

A glassy and well designed cabin creates a 
good ambience and there is the option of a full- 
length glass roof too. 

The Qashqai also mixes the level of stowage 
you would expect of an MPV — including a 
decent glovebox for items to be hidden from 
the light-fingered. Fixtures are of restrained 
quality, including alloy highlights. 

However, don’t take those two third row 
seats too seriously. They are comfy enough, but 
only children will never tire of sitting on them; 
there are better full seven-seaters around if 
that is your priority. 

On the other hand, the middle three seats 
are versatile and the mid-seat folds down to 
function as a table and also has a 12v connec- 
tion for the kids’ DVD player or games console. 


Where any Qashqai really loses most MPVs 
though is in the quality of the drive; for a 
high-riding vehicle, it is outstanding. 

There is an option to upgrade to an all-wheel 
drive powertrain, but you really only need this 
for rural locations or frequently tricky condi- 
tions, as the Qashqai is sure-footed enough 
with front-wheel drive, clinging to bends tena- 
ciously without heeling like most SUVs and 
MPVs, yet riding with great composure. 

The best engine of those I have driven is the 
Renault-derived 100bhp 1.5-litre diesel as fitted 
to the test car, but while it should be the pre- 
ferred choice for the five-seater, it is stretched 
too far by this err... stretched Qashqai +2. 

Still, it is refined enough at cruising speed 
and underlines the Qashqai’s impressive com- 
fort levels. 

Spec levels are also generous and Nissan has 
recently augmented the whole Qashqai line- 
up with a new mid/upper trim level known as 
n-tec, which brings an in-car comms package

KENT'S oldest fizzy drinks brand 
Silver Spring quickly regained its 
sparkle this week after slipping 
into administration a fortnight 
ago. 

Acquisition by Privet Capital LLP has 
enabled the creation of a new vehicle, Silver 
Spring Soft Drinks Limited, and the saving of 
all 260 jobs and existing business operations 
including the UK’s leading flavoured water 
brand, Perfectly Clear. 

Mineral water has been a growth market in 
recent years — expanding faster than alcohol — 
but the Folkestone-based company faces some 
giants of the industry including the US Coca- 
Cola and PepsiCo groups and UK majors, R 
Whites and Britvic. 

The first sign of problems for Silver Spring 
came in the summer when Deloitte LLP was 
called in to manage a two-month sale process, 
resulting in the company going into what is 
called pre-pack administration on September 
16 and sold on this week. (See Alan Williams’ 
column below for pre-pack explanation). 

The new management team, led by chair- 
man Jonathan Halford and MD Neill Cotton, 
insist the re-structured company is now well- 
placed to tackle a tough market. 

“This deal represents the best possible 
future for the business,” said Mr Cotton. 

“This is a fresh start for Silver Spring after a 


LAST month one of Folkestone’s oldest and 
best loved family firms - Silver Spring Mineral 
Water Company - was sold after a pre-pack- 
aged, or pre-pack, administration. 

In June, Buss Murton, one of Tunbridge 
Wells’ oldest law firms, was also sold after a 
pre-pack administration. 

Silver Spring was sold to a London-based 
private equity house, Privet Capital. Buss 
Murton was sold to me and a senior col- 
league, neither of us having been an owner of 
the business prior to the administration. 

A pre-pack involves a buyer being identified 
in advance of entering the formal administra- 
tion procedure with the business, then sold 
immediately on entering this procedure. Such 
a move effectively enables the business to 
continue trading, freed from the liabilities that 
would have otherwise seen it collapse com- 
pletely. 

This has enabled Silver Spring to reportedly 
secure 260 jobs in Folkestone and at Buss 
Murton we were able to retain all 54 staff. As 
well as securing jobs, there are good reasons

number of difficult years under its previous 
ownership. The new investment brought to 
the business by Privet Capital, together with 
their experience investing in business turn- 
arounds, puts us in an excellent position to 
exploit many opportunities in the rapidly 
changing drinks market.” 

The company started making soft drinks at 
Foord Road, Folkestone, in 1870 when carbon- 
ated waters were all the rage. 

Key to this early success was a spring in use 
since Roman times, which was naturally high 
in calcium. Coupled with Folkestone’s popular- 
ity with health-conscious Victorians taking 
the bracing sea air, the firm’s tonic waters 
were a huge hit, followed by a train of new 
products in the 20th century and mergers 
with fellow local beverage manufacturers,

to achieve a quick and seamless sale of a 
business entering into formal administration. 
Customers and suppliers often refuse to 
engage with a business being managed by 
administrators, further damaging and devalu- 
ing any profitable parts of that business. This 
will make any sale that much harder. 

Some businesses are more at risk in this 
area as customers will simply go elsewhere. 
Silver Spring has a number of contracts to 
produce own-branded products for some of 
the UK’s largest supermarkets, including 
Tesco, and this would have been very much in 
the minds of the administrators. 

There are strict controls over administrators 
to ensure they get the best deal for the credi- 
tors. The Government strengthened these 
regulations this year after reports of business- 
es putting themselves into administration and 


then being purchased by the original owners 
simply to avoid outstanding debts. It is by no 
means inevitable that a business sold through 
administration will be sold to the former own- 
ers or management of the company. 

However, it is often the case that those who 
are prepared to place the highest value on the 
business are those who are already involved in 
it, as was the case here at Buss Murton. 

The collapse of a business is often distress- 
ing for the owners and for those employed by 
it, not to mention those owed money who may 
as a result find themselves also in financial dif- 
ficulty. 

It can be difficult for suppliers to understand 
how and why they are not going to get paid, 
when the business for all intents and purpos- 
es, is the same business and often managed 
by the very same people.

including Harris of Hythe, Star of Thanet and 
Bing’s of Canterbury. The growing company 
moved to Park Farm in 1970, where it also 
took the unprecedented step of making its own 
plastic bottles in 1982, radically reducing the 
amount of transportation needed to run the 
business and taking what would now be laud- 
ed as a major environmentally friendly move. 

Privet Capital spokesman Steve Keating 
said: “We are thrilled to have the opportunity 
to invest in Silver Spring. 

“We believe Perfectly Clear and the busi- 
ness’s other brands, as well as the significant 
supermarket own-label business, will stand us 
in good stead to return to profitable growth. 

“To this end, we have invested million in the 
business to fund improvements to working 
capital, equipment and brands.” 


However the key advantage of selling a busi- 
ness through administration is that it will con- 
tinue, preserving jobs, completing unfinished 
work and providing suppliers with ongoing 
trade. In contrast, if the company were to col- 
lapse, all parties would inevitably lose out. 

Understandably, suppliers may be uncom- 
fortable about continuing to supply the new 
business. They will want assurances the busi- 
ness can afford to settle any newly incurred 
debt and will often seek more favourable 
terms, such as greatly reduced lines of credit 
or payment up front. 

Pre-pack administration is a useful vehicle to 
rescue a profitable business on the verge of 
collapse for reasons over which it has no con- 
trol. 

Its popularity has increased during the 
recession and while the economy is showing 
signs of improvement, it will be some time 
before corporate insolvencies and pre-pack 
administrations slow down.

EVE already looked at 

the difference between a 

‘brochure’ website and 
one that has been designed using 
a blogging content management 


system such as WordPress. 

Search engines — you won’t need reminding 
— like fresh, relevant content and brochure 
sites don’t easily offer that. 

If you imagine the site as an online version 
of a business marketing brochure, then you'll 
know what I’m talking about. It sits online, 
looking good, but often doesn’t drive any 
increase in business. 

WordPress is a content management sys- 
tem originally designed to be used for blogs, 
but as you can use it to also set up static 
pages it can be used now to create a complete 
website. 

And you can do this with or without a blog 
capability. So, how do you go about getting a 
WordPress website? Well, the good news is 
that WordPress is free; all you need is your 
hosting. 

A word about the difference between 
www.wordpress.com and www.wordpress.org. 
These two websites are both WordPress sites 
but you need to make sure that you use the 
right one for what you need. 

The .com site allows you to easily set up a 
WordPress website, but it is held within their 
own website so that your url becomes some- 
thing like www.yoururl.wordpress.com, which 
doesn’t sound very professional. 

You have access to about 70 themes 
(designs) for your site but you can’t add in

KENT car dealers had their

It had been expected to last until next 
March, but pent-up demand, consumers’ 
desire to downsize to more economical and 
eco-friendly cars, plus generous top-ups from 
manufacturers keen to ‘move metal’ prompted 
a stampede by some 200,000 buyers.

Industry watchers calculated that the cof- 
fers would empty sometime this month, 
prompting predictions that car sales would 
“fall off a cliff’ unless the Government 
pumped in more cash.

CHRIS BRITCHER speaks 
to experts in the field to 
gauge the health of the 
commercial property sector 


GIVEN the stone-cold facts, you 

could be forgiven for thinking the 
commercial property market is a 
place of glum faces and furrowed 


brows. 

And to a certain extent you'd be right. 
Transactions have slumped to levels not seen 
in decades; new builds have ground to a halt, 
and uncertainty in the market is playing 
havoc with the pundits’ crystal balls. 

But the picture is far from endless gloom 
and, most encouragingly, there is real light at 
the end of the tunnel. What’s more, Kent is 
firmly sat in a comfy seat on a high-speed 
train hurtling towards a future of renewed 
prosperity. At least that’s the plan. 

Richard Turnill is head of agency at 
Cluttons. He’s only too aware of how the 
uncertainty is making the market difficult to 
predict. 

“We have a unit under offer at the moment 
which was supposed to be completed by the 
end of August,” he explains. 

“But it has dragged on because the finance 
has been difficult to obtain. Now my client — 
the vendor, made up of five directors — is 


turning around and saying, ‘We’ve heard 
things are getting better. Perhaps we should 
withdraw from the sale altogether and sell it 
in the new year and make a few more quid 
for ourselves’. 

“But, in reality, one in the hand in this situ- 
ation is certainly worth two in the bush.” 

It’s a good example of the dilemma every- 
one — from developers to agents to vendors — 
is experiencing right now. But the positive 
news is everyone is looking on the bright 
side. 

Vaughan Hughes is director at Ashford- 
based Atrium Chartered Surveyors, a compa-

ny acting on behalf of some of the big devel- 
opers such as Glenmore and PPG. 

“Tt’s been slow, obviously, and it’s been 
harder to get deals done, but there has still 
been activity and we’ve been relatively busy 
over the summer,” he explains. 

“Transaction levels have dropped, but in 
the local markets we deal with there’s still a 
reasonable level of activity and we hope that 
will improve in the coming months.” 

Unsurprisingly, he puts that movement 
down to incentives issued by developers to 
try to breathe new life into the market. 

“There are reduced rents for the first year,

rent free periods — Glenmore is offering some 
good mortgage deals, for example — but most 
developers realise in a difficult environment 
they have to be competitive. 

“We'll also see those reducing as people 
come back to the market, but it’s still a good 
time to take property if you’re buying or rent- 
ing” 

Richard Turnill from Cluttons agrees: “Now 
landlords fall into two categories. There’s the 
type who want to bury their heads in the 
sand and ask, ‘Recession, what recession?’, 
and the ones who want to do a deal. And that 
number is growing.”

As the economic recession continues to bite, so more and more people are turning 
to mediation, which offers one of the fastest and most cost-effective routes to 
achieving settlement of a dispute.

But if it comes to 
having a positive 
outlook, Paul 
Wookey is a past 
master. The chief 
executive of Locate 
in Kent would, one 
imagines, bleed 
Kent if you cut him 
and probably rides 
to work on an 
Invicta white horse. 

His organisation’s 
aim to attract 
inward investment 
has not slowed dur- 
ing the difficult eco- 
nomic situation — 
and that, he 
believes, is why 
everyone has good reason to be optimistic 
about how the county’s commercial property 
market emerges from the slump. 

“We publish the annual Kent Property 
Market Report, which we work on with Kent 
County Council and Cluttons [published on 
October 16] and I’ve just been reading 
through some of the copy. 

“Tn some cases, the Kent property market is 
showing some resilience against the down- 
ward trends elsewhere in the UK. 

“T know the work we have done before and 
during the recession means Kent is now seen 
as a very good place to do business from a 
property investment point of view. 

“On our website, we have a property portal

to allow companies to search across the coun- 
ty and the enquiries we are getting have 
been pretty good over the last 18 months or 
so. We know companies looking for space can 
find it across Kent, from north to east. 

“Obviously there’s a big differential in 
terms of rental value and therefore compa- 
nies that are cost-driven can look at other 
areas. 

“More and more are looking at east Kent 
due to improved transport links. From an 
east Kent perspective that is very positive.” 

The price difference between east and west 
remains considerable. An industrial unit at 
£4 per square foot in Folkestone — Cluttons 


cites as an example — compares with about 
£8 in Aylesford or Dartford. The prices may 
have dipped across the board, but the scale of 
difference remains. 

Interestingly, however, the biggest impact of 
the recession may be levelling the playing 
field when it comes to new and old stock. 

Recent years have seen a rash of new 
developments spring up across the county — 
with property from Crossways in Dartford to 
Eureka in Ashford being snapped up no soon- 
er than they are built. But with new build 
plans currently gathering cobwebs, could sec- 
ondhand stock rise again to help feed the 
demand?

“Across the last 18 months,” reflects Mr 
Wookey, “with banks tightening their lending 
and there being almost no speculative build- 
ing in the county, people looking for property 
are now going back to the older stock.” 

Atrium’s Vaughan Hughes thinks the result 
may be the opposite. 

“Any company looking for business premis- 
es will be attracted to new units. There’s a lot 
of secondhard stock, particularly in places 
like Ashford. It’s 15 to 20 years old, the speci- 
fications aren’t great and these guys can 
come along, get brand new units, great speci- 
fications and they're not much more expen- 
sive than the secondhand stuff at the 
moment due to the incentives being offered. 

“Secondhand space can be subject to leases 
or whatever, which are not always the easiest 
things to assign because they may be subject 
to historic rents and the ability to be flexible 
with those tends to be restricted. 

“As a result, the secondhand space does 
tend to stick around a little longer.” 

But despite all the challenges, let the last 
word remain with Mr Confidence — Locate in 
Kent’s Paul Wookey. 

“Kent is certainly in a stronger position 
than in previous recessions as the infrastruc- 
ture for recovery is already there,” he reflects. 

“There is a momentum already there. A lot 
of developers have worked hard to get us ina 
good position to emerge from the recession. 

“We are very optimistic of what the poten- 
tial the future brings.” 

And let’s all keep our fingers crossed for 
that.

rinter McCammon aims 
to make a fast start on return

FOR someone who spent his 
youth sprinting against British 
athlete Dwain Chambers, 
Mark McCammon is getting 
depressingly familiar with going 
nowhere fast. 

The Gillingham striker is hoping to 
return to the first-team next week after 
recovering from the most recent in a series 
of injury setbacks he has endured since 
joining the club 15 months ago. 

After an encouraging start to the season, 
the latest problem with his troublesome 
hamstrings has kept him out for a month, 
triggering the by-now routine process of 
rehabilitation and recovery. 

“Tt’s frustrating,” he told Kent on Sunday. 
“My momentum was going and I felt like 
I was getting a rhythm.

I was getting to that stage after 
doing the whole of pre-season, which was a 
bonus, and then to get held back now was 
devastating for me.” 

At 31, McCammon is fully aware he is 
entering the latter stages of a career which 
began 12 years ago at Cambridge United, 
taking in seven clubs before arriving at 
Priestfield. 

It could have been very different for the 
tall striker, who as a teenager was a prom- 
ising sprinter doubling up in the 100 and 
200 metres. 

He said: “When I was 16 or 17 I was one 
of the quickest in the country. I raced 
Dwain Chambers a few times; he was a top 
athlete and superior to everyone else.

Respect for refs but ditch 


THE Football Association’s Respect pro- 
gramme is beginning to make tangible 
progress in Kent, notably with the long-term 
decline in the number of referees reversed in 
the last year, writes David Pritchard. 

The Kent County Football Association 
(KCFA) presented their findings last month 
after the initiative’s first full season since 
being formally launched nationwide in August 
last year. 

The long-term project is aimed at stopping 
abuse in the game, especially towards the 
man with the whistle. 

A key indicator is the number of qualified 
referees taking charge of games. For years the 
number had been falling in Kent, but there 
are now 131 more referees in the county than 
12 months ago. 

Paul Dolan, KCFA county development 
manager, told Kent on Sunday: “The fact we’ve 
bucked the trend shows the programme has 
had a massive impact.” 

Cautions for dissent dropped 12 per cent 
in the 2008/09 season from the year before, 


further evidence the programme is having 
an effect. 

Phil Knight referees games in the county up 
to Blue Square South level. While admitting 
there is still a long way to go, he backs up the 
KCFA’s findings. 

He said: “I don’t think anybody is going to 
pretend all the problems have gone away, but 
I think there is a noticeable difference. 

“The relationship with captains is getting 
better, they are much more aware of the role 
they can play in supporting referees.” 


Target 


So far 26 youth and adult leagues in Kent 
have signed up to the programme, just over 
two-thirds of the total. 

This season the aim is to continue educat- 
ing those leagues and target the remainder 
on the outside, with the goal of becoming the 
first county in England to have 100 per cent 
commitment. 

Barry Bright, KCFA chairman and FA vice- 
chairman, is setting his goal even higher.

United and became a footballer. Sometimes 
I do think about it, but it’s history.

Events in the professional game can have a 
hugely negative trickle-down effect to grass- 
roots. Dolan says months of hard work can be 
undone by a single high-profile event in the 
Premier League, behaviour which is then 
mimicked thousands of times over. 

Gillingham manager Mark Stimson 
acknowledges the important role profession- 
als play. An enthusiastic backer of the Respect 
programme, he does have one criticism. 

“T think the referees should change the 
colours of their shirts because I don’t think 
it helps them at all,” he said. “They get 
enough abuse, but as soon as they walk out 
on the pitch wearing the pink shirts I think 
people laugh at them. 

“They set themselves up for it, I think it’s 
a crazy decision to put a referee in a 
pink shirt.”

Ford’s departure 
typifies the man 


GRAHAM Ford’s quiet departure from Kent 
before the end of the season perhaps typifies 
the man, but not his influence at St Lawrence, 
writes Glenn Pearson. 

Kent’s director of cricket returned to South 
Africa before last weekend’s Pro40 game with 
Northamptonshire to take up the position of 
head coach at South African state side, 
Nashua Dolphins. 

He will continue to work with the club on a 
consultancy basis, helping new head coach Paul 
Farbrace and Simon Willis, which will include 
some of the county’s youngsters being sent to 
South Africa to work with the 48-year-old. 

Graham Johnson, Kent’s chairman of crick- 
et, said the new coaching regime will benefit 
the players and insists Ford will continue to 
play a part at the club. 

“People have talked about Graham Ford’s 
legacy but neither of us see it that way,’ he 
said. “The players will talk a lot to him during 
the winter and looking forward with Paul 
Farbrace coming in as first-team coach, hav- 
ing Graham in the background will help. It’s a 
pretty flexible arrangement and they are clear 
what their responsibilities are and I’m confi- 
dent that with the quality of players and 
coaches we have got, it’s going to produce a 
good result.” 

The former South Africa coach joined the 
county in 2005, transforming the club’s for- 
tunes from being an average side to one of the 
best limited overs cricket teams in the country. 
Kent won the Twenty20 Cup in 2007 and 
Division Two of the County Championship 
this summer under Ford, but he will no doubt 
look back at missing out at Twenty20 finals 
day for the last two years, the Lord’s final of 
2008 and relegation from the championship 
last summer, as ones that got away. 

For Johnson, who has worked with Ford for 
the four years he has been at St Lawrence, the 
club is in a much healthier state than it was 
before he arrived. 

He said: “Fordie has done a lot for Kent and 
will continue to do so. He has helped build the 
foundations of a team that is competitive in 
four and one-day cricket.”
